To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Since  handing  you  my  former  communication  of  December  3,  1888i 
on  the  subject  of  preventing  public  vehicles  from  standing  on  asphalt  paved  streets) 
and  containing  also  a  recommendation  for  the  purchase  of  a  large  street  sweeper, 
I  have  had  an  interview  with  General  Lewis  Merrill,  Vice  President  and  General 
Manager  of  the  National  Street  Sweeping  Machine  Company,  of  Philadelphia. 

This  company  own  the  patents  for  the  combined  sweepers  and  loaders,  by  which 
process  is  claimed  a  great  labor  saving.  Of  the  merits  of  the  machine,  I  know 
nothing,  but  have  photographs  of  all  of  them  in  my  office,  and  from  the  proposi- 
tion submitted  by  the  company,  to-wit:  To  furnish  the  machine  for  the  use  of  the 
city  on  a  royalty  per  thousand  square  yards,  without  the  outlay  of  one  dollar  by  the 
city,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  well  worth  giving  them  a  trial. 

It  is  claimed  for  these  machines  that  they  will  not  only  sweep  asphalt,  but  wood 
and  cobble  stone,  also. 

From  the  number  of  horses  and  men  said  to  be  necessary  to  work  the  machinet 
I  have  estimated  the  cost,  including  royalty,  of  sweeping  Washington  street,  at  a 
co8t  of  thirty-two  and  one-half  cents  per  thousand  square  yards. 
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I  submit  herewith  a  form  of  contract  proposed  by  the  company,  and  recommend 
that  the  machines  be  given  a  trial.

which  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  Street 
Commissioner  : 

National  Street  Sweeping  Machinery  Company. 

This  company  will  bring  to  Indianapolis  and  put  in  operation,  one  of  its  Com- 
bined Sweepers  and  Loaders,  and  one  of  its  Gutter  Sweepers,  on  the  following 
terms  and  conditions : 

The  proper  authorities  of  the  city  to  agree  that  they  will  receive  the  machines, 
take  due  care  of  them,  and  in  a  reasonable  time  after  receiving  them  will  give  the 
representative  of  this  company  proper  facilities  for  exhibiting  the  working  of  the 
machines,  viz:  horses  and  men  to  run  the  machines,  and  these  are  to  be  subject  to 
the  instruction  of  such  representative  for  the  time  enough  to  learn  the  proper  hand- 
ling of  the  machines. 

Second — That  a  competent  person  or  persons  be  appointed  to  examine  the  work- 
ing of  the  machines,  and  thatkhis  judgment  shall  be  accepted  as  final. 

Third — That  if  the  machines  are  approved,  they  shall  be  accepted  and  used  in  the 
work  of  street  cleaning  in  Indianapolis,  upon  the  conditions  following: 

a.  The  city  to  pay  the  freight  on  the  machines,  which  is  to  be  refunded  to  them 
if  the  machines  are  rejected. 

b.  The  city  or  persons  using  the  machines  in  their  interest,  to  agree  to  provide 
sufficient  horses  and  man  power  properly  skilled  to  use  them.  To  keep  them  in 
good  order  and  condition,  ordinary  wear  and  tear  accepted,  and  also,  except  break- 
age, arising  from  faulty  construction  or  poor  material,  and  to  provide  also  proper 
dump  wagons  to  use  with  the  machines,  in  sufficient  number  to  allow  th«  machines 
to  work  at  the  full  capacity. 

c.  The  machines  to  be  used  as  far  as  practicable  in  all  street  sweeping  work  done 
in  the  city,  and  if  other  machines  are  also  used,  our  machines  to  be  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  them,  so  that  they  shall  be  credited  with  all  work  in  which  they  take  part. 

d.  The  city  to  agree  to  pay  royalty  on  the  machines  as  follows:  For  each  one 
thousand  square  yards  swept,  fifteen  cents  per  thousand  square  yards  each  time 
swept,  provided  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  surface  swept  per  week  during  the 
working  season  shall  be  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  square  yards;  that  is, 
that  at  least  this  amount  shall  be  paid  for.  If  the  average  aggregate  amount  swept 
shall  be  five  hundred  thousand  yards  weekly,  the  royalty  shall  be  ten  cents  per 
thousand  square  yards.  If  the  average  aggregate  amount  swept  shall  exceed  one 
^million  square  yards  weekly,  the  royalty  shall  be  eight  cents  per  thousand  square 
yards. 

e.  The  city  to  have  thb  right  to  allow  a  contractor  for  street  sweeping  to  use  the 
machines,  provided  the  city  shall  be  respor  sible  for  the  royalty. 

/.  Royalty  to  be  paid  at  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  amount  due  to 
be  determined  by  official  reports  of  the  proper  city  department. 

g.  The  city,  upon  accepting  the  machine,  to  deposit  with  this  company  five  hun- 
dred (500)  dollars,  which  amount  shall  stand  in  our  hands  as  liquidated  damages 
for  the  condition  of  the  machines  when  this  company  regains  possession  of  them. 

This  company  agrees  as  follows: 

1.  That  in  reasonable  time  after  getting  the  order  for  them,  it  will  put  free  on 
board  the  cars  at  the  factory,  Kennett  Square,  one  Combined  Sweeper  and  Loader 
and  one  Gutter  Sweeper,  both  to  be  well  built  of  first-class  material,  and  in  all  re- 
gpects  in  good  working  order  and  condition. 

2.  This  company  will  bill  the  machines  to  such  person  as  may  be  designated  at 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  at  the  lowest  through-freight  ntes  attainable;  freight  to  be  paid 
by  the  city,  and  to  be  refunded  by  this  company  if  the  machines  are  not  accepted. 
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3.  This  company  will  in  reasonable  time  after  the  machines  are  delivered,  fully 
instruct  the  men  and  horses  which  are  to  use  them,  in  the  best  methods  of  doing  the 
work,  provided  that  the  ins:  ructions  of  this  company  as  to  method  shall  be  followed. 

4.  This  company  to  agree  that  the  Gutter  Sweeper  shall  cleanly  sweep  out  the 
angle  between  the  curb  and  the  street  surface,  in  all  gutters  of  ordinary  lorm,  and 
that  when  used  as  a  surface  pweeper,  it  shall  sweep  the  turface  in  all  parts  that  can 
be  swept  by  a  machine,  with  an  efficiency  and  cleanliness  equal  to  any  other  ma- 
chine broom  in  use. 

That  the  Combined  Sweeper  and  Loader  will  sweep  any  street  surface  of  ordi- 
nary character  in  all  parts  that  can  be  reached  by  machine  brooms  with  a  cleanliness 
and  efficiency  equal  to  any  machine  broom,  and  that  it  shall  cleanly  sweep  up  and 
load  into  an  attached  dump  wagon  all  the  street  dirt  which  lies  in  its  track. 

That  the  two  machines  shall  have  a  combined  swath  of  clean  sweeping  of  six  feet 
wide,  making  due  allowance  for  laps;  and  that  when  properly  horsed  and  manned, 
shall  be  capable  of  working  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  two  and  one  half  miles  per 
hour  of  working  speed. 

5.  This  company  will  agree  to  submit  the  performance  of  the  machines  accord- 
ing to  the  above  specifications,  to  such  competent  persons  as  the  city  authorities 
may  select,  and  to  abide  by  the  judgment  which  they  may  render  after  they  have 
given  the  machines  a  fair  test — which  fair  test  the  city  agrees  they  shall  have  under 
the  direction  and  instruction  of  the  agents  of  this  company. 

6.  This  company  agree  that  if  after  the  said  test  shall  be  fairly  made,  the  city 
shall  reject  the  machines,  then  this  company  will  refund  the  freight  paid,  and  relese 
the  city  from  all  claims  of  every  kind  made  or  to  be  made  under  this  agreement.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  present  my  seventh  annual  report  of  the  exnenses  and 
condition  of  the  Fire  Department:  The  expenses  for  tbe  running  of  the  Department 
for  tbe  year  just  closed,  amount  to  $18,735.25,  with  a  credit  of  $1  490.23,  received 
for  the  sale  of  old  material,  cloth,  etc  ,  and  paid  into  the  city  treasury — making  the 
actual  outlay  $17,245.02.  A  large  portion  of  this  has  been  paid  lor  new  hose,  as, 
acting  on  my  suggestion  in  a  former  report,  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  on 
hand  sufficient  hose  to  admit  of  change,  in  order  to  dry  said  hose  after  using,  I  was 
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instructed  to  purchase  the  hose,  and  with  those  destroyed  at  fires,  making  $1  500; 
which  is  in  excess  of  one-quarter  the  running  expenses  of  the  Department 

The  engines,  hose,  hose-wagons  and  horses,  are  in  good  condition  ;  also  truck 
No.  2.  Truck  No.  1  will  require  a  general  overhauling.  The  telegraph  depart- 
ment is  in  first-class  condition,  and  has  rendered  good  service. 

In  my  last  report,  my  cash  account  shows  $44  70  on  hand.  1  have  since  drawn 
$75.00  from  the  City  Treasurer.  I  have  paid  for  incidentals,  $84.06 — leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $35.64,  which  I  have  paid  back  into  the  city  treasury. 

In  leaving  the  Department  after  a  brief  sojourn  of  twenty-nine  years,  I  am  led 
to  believe  I  possess  the  confidence  of  a  large  majority  of  the  citizens;  certain  I  am 
I  have  endeavored  to  leave  nothing  undone  to  merit  such  confidence.  In  my  of- 
ficial capacity  as  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  I  have  striven  to  fill  my  mission  as  such, 
regardless  of  consequences  or  opinions. 

I  can  not  but  express  my  gratitude  to  those  who  have  so  often  come  to  my  aid 
during  the  seven  years  of  my  administration  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Indianapolis 
Fire  Department.

Gentlemen:  —We  herewith  submit  a  recapitulation  of  the  work  of  the  Indianapolis 
Board  of  Health  for  the  year  1888 : 

In  addition  to  the  report  which  includes  all  of  the  departments,  I  desire  to  com- 
mend the  sanitary  officers  for  the  earnest  performance  of  their  duties,  being  ever 
equal  to  the  emergency  when  grave  responsibilities  have  been  an  issue.  I  believe 
they  have  been  honest  and  upright  in  all  their  dealings,  and  have  fulfilled  their  ob- 
ligations without  fear  and  favor,  but  were  guided  by  justice  and  right. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  mention  certain  reforms  which  have  been  inaugurated, 
known  as  the  unwholesome  meat  condemnations,  the  water  works  investigation, 
and  the  abolishment  of  the  nuisances  at  Greenlawn  Cemetery— some  of  which  are 
in  progress,  but  not  completed. 

The  return  of  births,  disease  and  death  blanks,  properly  made  out,  have  been 
more  prompt  than  ever  before,  which  signifies  the  hearty  co  operation  of  physicians 
and  midwiies,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  records  approach  completeness  nearer 
than  at  any  previous  time. 

We  desire  to  thank  all  persons  who  have  rendered  us  assistance  during  the  year, 
and  especially  the  city  government  and  physicians  of  the  city.

Indianapolis  Board  of  Health. 


The  following  communication  was  read 


To  the  Honoaable  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Dr.  Pettijohn,  President,  and  Dr.  Hurty,  Secretary  of  the  city  Board 
of  Health,  desire  to  report  as  follows: 

According  to  law,  the  Health  Board  met  on  Tuesday,  January  1st,  at  10  o'clock,  a. 
M.,  and  proceeded  to  organize.  Col.Ttuckle  became  temporary  Chairman,  and  Dr. 
Pettijohn  was  unanimously  elected  permanent  President.  Drs  Earp  and  Hurty  were 
respectively  nominated  for  the  position  of  permanent  Secretary.  Ten  ballots  resulted 
in  no  choice.     Board  then  adjourned  to  meet  the  following  Saturday,  at  11  a.  m. 

Board  met  promptly  at  time  set  on  Saturday — Dr.  Pettijohn  in  the  Chair.  Dr. 
Pettijohn  ruled  that  "as  the  Board  had  failed  to  elect  either  a  temporary  or  perma- 
nent Secretary,  he,  as  the  only  legally  constituted  officer,  assumed  that  function, 
had  kept  the  minutes,  and  would  read  and  submit  the  same  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Board." 

When  Dr.  Pettijohn  had  read  his  record,  Col.  Ruckle  objected  to  it  upon  the 
ground  that  the  Board  had  a  Secretary,  who  had  kept  full  record,  and  it  was  out  of 
order  for  the  President  to  proceed  as  he  had  done. 

The  President  then  put  the  motion  "  Shall  Col.  Ruckle's  objection  be  sustained?" 
There  was  a  tie  vote,  ,and  the  Chairman  ruled  objection  not  sustained,  and  there- 
fore reported  his  ruling,  and  ordered  the  minuies  received. 

The  President  then  ruled  it  in  order  to  elect  a  permanent  Secretary;  and  after 
delegating  his  temporary  Secretary  powers  to  Dr.  Hurty,  nominated  Dr.  Hurty  for 
the  permanent  secretaryship.  Col.  Ruckle  nominated  Dr.  Earp,  and  ten  ballots 
were  taken  without  a  choice. 

Col.  Ruckle  then  moved  adjournment.     Motion  failed. 

Thereupon  Earp  and  Ruckle  proceeded  to  bolt;  but  before  they  were  out  of  the 
room  or  out  of  hearing,  the  President  called  for  a  ballot  on  Secretary,  and  loudly 
called  the  names  of  Dr.  Earp  and  Col.  Ruckle,  demanding  how  they  would  vote. 
They  still,  within  hearing,  refused  to  answer,  and  Dr.  Pettijohn  declared  that  "Dr. 
Hurty  had  received  two  votes,  all  that  were  cast — Dr.  Earp  and  Col.  Ruckle  pres- 
ent, and  not  voting; ''  and  so  Dr.  Hurty  was  e'ected  Secretary  By  this  time  the 
bolters  were  gone,  and  the  Board  being  without  a  quorum,  adjourned. 
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This  is  an  honest  and  true  statement  of  our  proceedings,  and  we  respectfully 
pray  your  honorable  recognition  of  our  claims  as  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Indianapolis  Board  of  Health.  (Signed)  O.  B.  Pettijohn.

Whereas,  The  Mayor,  Common  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen  and  President  of  the 
Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  now  con- 
stitute the  only  lawful  Board  of  Health  in  and  for  said  city;    and 

Whereas,  The  said  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  by  a  mistaken  construction 
or  oversight  of  the  laws  relating  to  said  matters,  assumed  to  elect  O.  B  Pettijohn, 
Samuel  E.  Earp  and  John  N.  Hurty  to  constitute  a  Board  of  Health  for  said  city, 
at  a  Joint  Convention  of  s*id  bodies  held  at  the  Council  Chamber  on  the  12th  day 
of  November,  1888,  to  serve  for  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1889,  and 
said  parties,  together  with  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Com- 
missioners of  said  city,  are  now  assuming  to  constitute  and  act  as  a  legally  consti- 
tuted Board  of  Health  in  and  for  said  city ; 

Now,  therefore,  In  order  that  no  conflict  of  authority  may  arise,  or  misunder- 
standings exist  between  the  members  of  said  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  on 
the  one  hand,  and  said  Pettijohn,  Earp  and  Hurty,  on  the  other,  and  that  the  welfare 
of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  may  be  subserved,  and  the  law  obeyed,  it  is  hereby

General  Ordinance  No.  20,  1885,  and  General  Ordinance  No.  11, 1886  ;  and  while 
the  wording  thereof  is  very  ambiguous,  we  think  the  contract  for  lighting  all  vapor 
lamps,  under  said  first  ordinance,  has  expired  ;  but  that  the  contract  for  lighting 
the  lamps,  under  the  said  and  second  ordinances,  will  not  expire  until  three  years 
irom  the  time  of  the  first  lighting  of  the  lamps  thereunder.  This  means  that  the 
last  contract  to  expire  will  be  about  December  31,  1890. 
I    We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  matter  should  be  definitely  determined,  and  that 
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a  definite  time  should  be  fixed  for  the  expiration  of  all  contracts.  Said  second  or- 
dinance provides  for  125  lamps.  A  large  part  of  said  lamps  have  been  put  up  ;  the 
balance  can  be  put  up  under  the  terms  of  said  last  ordinance.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  freeholders  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  respect- 
fully show  your  honorable  body  that  Martindale  avenue — a  map  of  which  is  filed 
herewith,  and  is  made  a  part  hereof,  marked  exhibit  "A" — is  a  street  in  said  city 
extending  from  Seventh  street  to  Eleventh  street,  formerly  Anderson ;  that  it  is 
one  hundred  feet  wide,  and  unimproved;  that  no  other  street  in  that  section  of  the 
city  is  more  than  sixty  feet  in  width.

The  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  through  Councilman  Trusler, 
submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and  received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  the  report  of  ex-Chief  Fire  Engineer,  J. 
H.  Webster,  was  referred,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

We  find  the  books  of  the  Fire  Department  correct,  but  kept  in  such  shape  that  to 
ascertain  the  exact  condition  of  affairs,  is  a  matter  thnt  requires  some  time  and  la- 
b  r.  We  have  recommended  a  return  to  the  system  in  use  by  Mr.  Webster's 
predecessor 
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Mr.  Webster's  claim  to  a  reduction  of  $4,500  from  his  running;  expense?,  for  new 
hose  purchased,  is  not  a  just  one,  as  the  destruction  of  hose  is  properly  part  of  the 
running  expenses,  and  new  hose  purchased  in  one  year  replaces  that  purchased 
previously. 

Very  little  judgment  has  been  used  in  the  purchase  of  horses;  and  instead  of  the 
horses  Ving  nil  in  good  condition,  as  stated  in  the  report,  there  were  at  the  time 
of  Mr.  Webster's  retirement,  twelve  sick  and  disabled  horses,  among  which  is  the 
horse  last  purchased  by  *Tr.  Webster,  for  $225.00. 

The  reports  made  by  Foremen,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  shows  repairs  needed 
as  follows: 

Hose  Company  No.  9.     Floor  and  doors  need  repairs;  house  needs  painting. 

Engine  House  No  4.  Reports  in  bad  order,  and  unfit  for  use;  two  engine  jacks, 
three  old  worn  out  horses,  one  wagon,  one  heater,  one  bath  tub. 

No.  1.  Engine  in  need  of  repair;  wagon  needs  new  hind  wheels;  new  floor 
needed  ;  gutter  and  down-spout  leaking. 

No.  2.  Needs  new  floor  in  the  engine  room  and  stable;  one  big  door,  one  small 
door  ;  all  windows  in  the  house,  platform,  front  and  rear,  paint ;  roof  leaks,  gutter 
leaks  and  bath  tub  leaks ;  repairs  in  plastering,  and  roof  of  coal  house  leaks. 

The  floor  at  Headquarters  is  also  in  bad  repair. 

The  Department  has  on  its  rolls  83  members.  In  politics  they  stand  about  as 
follows:    Republicans,  41  ;  Democrats,  23 ;  doubtful,  19.

This  having  been 
done  we  feel  assured  that  the  next  year  will  show  a  reduction  in  the  expenses.

Gentlemen: — In  consideration  of  a  contract  for  five  hnndred  (500)  or  more  vapor 
gas  lamps,  and  said  contract  to  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  its  passage  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1890,  inclusive,  at  which  time  the  Electric  Light  &  Gas  Company's  con- 
tracts are  supposed  to  expire,  we  will  furnish  light,  material,  labor,  etc.,  for  sa»d 
five  hundred  or  more  street  lamps,  under  the  same  conditions  and  terms  as  are  now 
in  forc<\  with  the  exception  of  the  price,  which  we  will  agree  to  be  at  the  rate  of 
$17.00  per  post  per  annum,  being  a  reduction  of  $1.00  per  post  per  annum  on  our 
present  price.

REPORTS    FROM    SPECIAL    COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Water,  thrcugh  Councilman  Darnell,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committees  on 
Judiciary  and  Water,  together  with  the  City  Attorney : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen; — We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Special  Committee  of  this 
Council  appoimed  by  the  Mayor  to  investigate  the  charges  ot  impure  water  being 
furnished  the  city  by  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company,  beg  leave  to  report  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  Indianapolis  Water  Company  having  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  city  whereby  the  said  company  contracted  to  furnish  pure  water  from 
driven  wells,  and  to  furnish  eight  fire  streams  eighty  feet  high ;   and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  proven  that  the  said  company  has  violated  said  contract  in 
that  it  took  water  from  the  river  and  canal,  instead  of  from  driven  wells,  as  con- 
tracted for,  and  that  at  a  public  test  it  tailed  to  furnish  fire  streams  as  per  con- 
tract; and 

Whereas,  The  well  at  the  pump-house  during  the  public  test,  showed  six  feet  and 
two  inches  of  water,  when  an  alarm  was  turned  in,  the  department  had  but  five 
streams,  when  tbe  contract  calls  for  eight,  worked  less  than  an  hour,  the  well  then 
showed  one  foot  and  four  inches ;    and 

Whereas,  The  city,  under  the  present  contract,  is  paying  fifty  dollars  per  year  for 
each  plug,  which  is  the  maximum  price,  which  at  the  present  rate  is  too  great  a 
price;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  publicly  stated  by  one  of  the  best  chemists  in  the  city  that 
he  has  long  known  that  ihe  city  mains  have  been  filled  with  canal  water,  and  your 
committee  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  to  ascertain  the  true  state  of  things,  and 
have  found  the  water  that  was  taken  from  the  canal  is  unfit  for  beast,  let  alone  for 
man  to  drink  The  water  taken  from  the  r.iver  is  not  filtered,  but  is  let  into  the 
oppn  gallery  by  raising  a  head  gate  near  the  Belt  Railroad  which  crosses  the  river. 
This  water  is  not  pure  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  contract  of  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  with  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  has  been  broken  by  said  company,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary and  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  report  a  new  contract  with  said  water 
company,  based  on  the  terms  of  their  charter.  In  case  the  said  company  will  not 
submit  to  the  same,  then  be  it  further 

Resolved,.  That  no  further  payments  shall  be  made  to  said  company,  until  the  mat- 
ter shall  be  settled  in  the  courts.

Proceedings  of  Joint  Convention. 


FIRST  SESSION — Monday  Evening,  February  4,  1889. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis convened  in  Joint  Convention,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  on  Monday- 
evening,  February  4th,  1889,  at  eight  o'clock,  pursuant  to  the  following 
call; 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Jan.  31,  1889. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — You  are  each  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  said 
city,  on  the  evening  of  Monday,  February  4th,  1889,  at  the  hour  of  eight  o'clock, 
to  be  then  and  there  convened  as  a  Joint  Convention  of  said  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  City  Civil  Engineer  for  said  city,  vice 
Samuel  H.  Shearer,  resigned. 

C.  S.  Denny,  Mayor,  and  Permanent  President 
of  the  Joint  Conventions  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mayor  Denny,  President  of  the  Joint  Convention,  in  the  Chair,  di- 
rected the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Coun- 
cil having  been  called,  the  following  members  of  the  Joint  Convention 
were  found  to  be  present : 

Aldermen  Connett,  Reinecke,  Reynolds,  Smith,  Tousey,  and  President  Wright — 6; 
Councilmen  Burns,  Cummings,  Darnell,  Davis,  Dunn,  Finch.  Gasper,  Gaul, 
Hicklin,  Johnston,  Long,  McClelland,  O'Connor,  Parkinson,  Pearson,  Smith, 
Stuckmeyer,  Swain,  Thalman,  Trusler,  and  "Wilson — 21.     Total  present,  27. 

There  being  a  quorum  present  from  each  body,  the  Chair  announced 
that  the  Joint  Convention  was  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  President  appointed  Alderman  Reinecke  and  Councilman  Smith 
as  tellers. 

For  City  Civil  Engineer — Councilman  Cummings  placed  in  nomination 
Aruas  P.  Shawver;  Alderman  Reinecke  placed  in  nomination  W.  C. 
Smith. 

A  ballot  was  then  had,  which  resulted  as  follows :

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Aruas  P.  Shawver  having  thus  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast, 
the  President  declared  him  duly  elected  City  Civil  Engineer  for  the  unex- 
pired term,  ending  December  31st,  1890. 

Retiring  City  Civil  Engineer  addressed  the  Joint  Convention  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  ot  Aldermen: 

Before  surrendering  the  charge  you  have  intrusted  to  my  keeping,  I  deem  it  in- 
cumbent upon  myself  to  express,  in  a  more  formal  manner  than  I  have  heretofore 
-done,  my  sincere  gratitude  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me,  and  the 
honors  1  have  received  at  your  hands;  and  I  trust  you  will  not  consider  it  incon- 
sistent with  what  I  feel  tu  be  my  duty,  and  will  therefore  permit  me  to  suggest  a 
few  thoughts  pertaining  to  the  department  which  I  am  now  about  to  leave. 

PROFESSION    OF    CIVIL    ENGINEERING. 

The  profession  of  civil  engineering  is  doubtless  the  most  comprehensive,  and 
perhaps  the  ltas-t  understood  by  the  general  public,  of  any  branch  of  technology. 
This  latter  fact  is  perhaps  too  frequently  the  cause  of  underestimating  its  impor- 
tance, and  in  consequence  the  result  in  damages  and  disaster  to  those  for  whom  the 
services  were  rendered.  The  duties  call  for  the  highest  attainments,  and  good 
service  should  not  only  be  pecuniarily  well  rewarded,  but  should  receive  the  confi- 
dence, encouragement  and  respect  of  the  public. 

CITY    ENGINEERING. 

Involving,  as  it  does,  almost  every  branch  known  to  the  science,  requires  not  only 
ability  and  skill  as  an  Engineer^  but  the  faculty  of  adaptability  to  surroundings, 
combined  with  accuracy,  firmness  and  rapidity.  Among  the  many  branches  that 
will  engage  the  attention  of  your  Engineer  in  the  future,  none  1  apprehend  will  be 
of  greater  importance  to  the  public  than  that  of  sanitary  engineering,  consisting  of 
the  constructions  necessary  in  facilitating  the  purification  of  air,  removal  of  dan- 
gerous impurities  from  water,  and  supplying  an  abundance  of  both  of  these  life- 
giving  elements,  and  the  removal,  as  speedily  as  possible,  before  decomposition,  of 
all  refuse  matter,  whether  of  animal  or  vegetable  origin.  The  importance  of  effec- 
tive drainage  in  streets  and  sewerage,  has  been  shown  in  so  many  reports  from  pro- 
fessional men  and  government  commissions,  that  its  influence  on  health,  strength 
and  length  ot  life,  is  gradually  beginning  to  be  generally  understood.  The  results 
of  all  inquiries  abundantly  demonstrate  that  drainage  and  sewerage  are  essential 
elements  ot  health  in  populous  districts.  These  conditions  are  attained  in  no  other 
way  than  by  a  sj  stem  of  well  paved  streets,  and  a  general  distribution  of  the  water 
supply  in  connection  with  the  system  of  sewerage. 

GENERAL   SYSTEM    OE   IMPROVEMENTS. 

Our  city  has  now  assumed  such  proportions,  and  the  prospects  for  its  future 
development  are  so  well  assured,  and  as  the  relation  of  good  and  substantial  im- 
provements to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  a  city  have  in  so  many  instances  been 
demonstrated,  1  would  suggest  that  some  general  and  more  permanent  system  of 
public  improvements  be  adopted.  In  this  respect  none  would  add  more  to  the 
growth,  health  and  comfort  of  the  city,  than  a  system  of  well-paved  streets,  sewers, 
parks  and  bridges. 

PARKS. 

In  this  connection  I  would  suggest  that  a  system  of  well-paved  walks  be  adopted 
for  all  parks  centrally  located,  and  that  all  improvements  made  be  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial character.  Parks  should  be  acquired  for  the  present,  and  laid  out  and  im- 
proved for  the  future. 

BOUNDERIES. 

Boundaries  have  in  some  instances  become  so  confused,  in  the  plating  and  re- 
surveying  ot  some  parts  of  the  city,  that  it  is  with  great  difficulty  and  often  attended 
with  danger  of  personal  liability,  for  an  Engineer  to  attempt  to  establish  lines  of 
property  from  the  existing  records  of  the  city.  I  would  suggest  as  a  means  of 
remedying  this  growing  difficulty,  that  before  property  becomes  still  more  valua-

ble,  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  have  a  commission  of  competent  Engineers 
appointed  to  establish  and  perpetuate  with  suitable  fixed  monuments  the  intersec- 
tions of  all  principal  streets,  so  that  in  the  future  Engineers  would  have  some 
authentic  base  of  surveys. 

STREET    SPRINKLING. 

Sprinkling  should  never'be  permitted  upon  asphalt  nor  wood  pavements,  as  it  has 
a  tendency  to  decay  the  latter,  and  does  the  former  no  good,  but  to  form  mud, 
When  properly  swept,  both  pavements  should  always  be  free  from  dust  in  dry 
weather,  and  consequently  free  from  mud  in  wet  weather. 

HACK   STANDS. 

Hack  stands  should  be  removed  from  all  smooth  pavements,  as  the  constant  tread 
•of  horses'  feet  in  one  place,  is  injurious,  and  their  presence  contributes  both  to  filth 
and  unsightliness,  both  of  which  should  be  prevented  upon  streets  where  the  prop- 
erty has  been  put  to  expense  in  improving.  The  city  is  not  bound  to  furnish  stands 
for  public  vehicles ;  therefore  I  would  strongly  urge  the  passage  of  the  pending 
ordinance  upon  this  subject. 

STREET    SWEEPING. 

Street  sweeping  has  become  so  important  a  factor  in  maintaining  cleanliness, 
health  and  comfort  in  cities,  that  when  there  is  any  considerable  amount  of  pave- 
ment, no  city  should  be  without  some  general  system  of  this  kind  of  cleaning. 

In  making  a  selection  of  machinery,  care  should  be  taken  to  obtain  such  as  will 
Dot  only  sweep  asphalt,  but  wood  and  cobble-stone  pavements.  If  it  is  thought 
that  the  city  is  not  able  to  purchase  good  machinery,  at  this  time,  it  might  be  well 
to  consider  carefully  the  proposition  of  the  National  Street  Sweeping  Machinery 
Company,  of  Philadelphia,  in  which  they  propose  to  furnish  the  machines  to  the 
•city  on  a  royalty  per  thousand  square  yards. 

VEHICLE    TAX. 

Owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  taxation,  and  in  conse- 
quence the  strained  condition  of  the  city  treasury,  it  would  seem  a  wise  provision 
for  our  city,  if  the  General  Assembly  could  be  induced  to  pass  an  act  enabling  cities 
to  assess  a  special  vehicle  taxfor  the  benefit  of  street  improvements  or  repair  fund. 

The  wisdom  of  such  a  tax  has  been  demonstrated  in  other  cities,  as  it  throws  part 
ef  the  burdens  of  maintainance  upon  those  who  wear  out  the  streets.  It  is  believed 
that  if  a  concerted  effort  by  our  citizens  would  be  made  in  this  direction,  it  would 
result  in  great  good  to  our  city. 

ELECTRIC   WIRES. 

Electric  wires  have  become  so  numerous,  in  an  attempt  by  corporations  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  public,  and  their  presence  on  the  streets  have  so  often  been 
attended  with  disasterous  results,  that  there  ought  no  longer  to  be  ottered  by  those 
having  them  in  charge,  resistance  lo  putting  all  wires,  of  whatever  kind,  under 
ground.  The  reasons  for  this  are  so  apparent,  not  only  on  account  ot  the  unsight- 
liness, and  frequent  hindrance  to  the  operators  of  the  Fire  Department,  but  on  ac- 
count of  real  danger,  from  some  of  them  carrying  strong  currents  to  buildings  and 
persons  who  come  in  contact  with  them,  that  the  wonder  is,  that  corporations  do  not 
of  their  own  accord  adopt  the  under  ground  system. 

It  is  often  urged  that  the  under-ground  system  is  impracticable ;  but  against 
such  argument  the  undisputed  facts  are,  that  in  quite  a  number  of  cities  the  system 
is  in  successful  operation,  notably  in  Chicago,  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 
In  New  York  the  State  authorities  passed  a  law,  in  1887,  requiring  all  electric 
wires  to  be  put  under  ground,  and  placing  all  such  matters  in  the  hands  of  a  "  Board 
of  Electrical  Control."  Up  to  December  31st,  1887,  there  had  been  laid  under 
ground,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  alone,  583  miles  of  telegraph,  telephone  and 
electric  light  wires;  also,  151,643  feet  of  conduit,  and  24,347  feet  of  wrought  iron 
pipe,  through  which  cables  may  be  drawn.  With  the  possibilities  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  electrical  science,  cities  can  not  take  too  advanced  a  position  upon  this 
subject.  • 

THE  ILLINOIS    STREET    TUNNEL. 

The  tunnel  is  now  almost  completed,  lacking  only  the  covering  over  the  end  south 
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of  the  Union  Kail  way  train  sheds,  which  should  consist  of  a  concrete  or  asphalt 
coating,  such  as  will  prevent  the  water  from  percolating  through  the  brick  arches 
into  the  driveways  below.  This  arrangement  was  to  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
Union  Railway  Company.  As  one  of  the  objects  in  placing  the  sidewalk  entrances 
where  they  are,  was  the  better  distribution  of  light,  it  is  questionable,  to  my  mind, 
whether  anything  that  might  be  gained  by  covering  the  entrance  steps,  would  com- 
pensate for  the  sacrifice  in  this  direction. 

I  would  suggest  that  in  addition  to  the  work  already  ordered  to'be  done  by  your 
Street  Commissioner,  in  painting  and  whitewashing  the  interior,  that  the  bowlders 
where  sunken  in  the  street  car  tracks  be  re-laid,  in  order  to  insure  proper  drainage, 
and  that  the  street  car  company  be  rpquired  to  lay  a  broad  flat  rail,  with  only  a 
slight  grove,  for  the  flanges  of  the  wheels,  throughout  the  tunnel  and  approaches. 
Attention  to  these  matters  will,  in  my  judgment,  insure  a  safe,  commodious,  and,  if 
kept  properly  cleaned,  a  popular  thoroughfare. 

THE    UNION    RAILWAY    VIADUCT. 

The  viaduct,  contrary  to  the  most  sanguine  expectation,  has  not  yet  been  con- 
structed. It  is  to  be  regretted  that  abutting  property  holders  have  felt  themselves 
damaged  by  the  construction  of  the  viaduct,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  damages 
sustained  by  the  right-of-way.  This,  I  apprehend,  is  owing  to  a  misconception 
upon  their  part,  of  its  use  and  construction.  It  will  not  only  afford  an  ample,  safe 
and  popular  thoroughfare  between  the  sections  of  the  city  now  divided  by  the  tracks 
of  the  Union  Railway  Company,  but  will  provide  a  double  frontage  with  two  stories 
for  the  one  on  the  viaduct  street,  for  the  property  abutting  on  it,  wherein  it  will 
afford  ample  facilities  for  drayage,  by  reason  of  the  driveway  underneath,  for  all  of 
the  wholesale  interests  on  the  street.  The  attitude  of  the  Union  Railway  Company, 
as  I  am  informed  by  V.  T.  Malott,  Vice  President,  has  always  been  favorable  to  the 
building  of  the  viaduct,  but  on  account  of  unreasonable  damages  being  demanded 
by  property  holders,  has  thought  it  prudent  to  defer  action  until  the  final  amount 
of  damages  shall  have  been  determined.  I  am  further  informed  by  Mr.  Malott, 
that  the  railway  company  would  be  willing  to  pay  into  the  ciiy  treasury  an  amount 
equivalent  to  the  assessment  for  the  right-of-way,  the  damages  in  judgments  thus 
far  d<  termined,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  viaduct,  if  the  city  will  build  the 
structure,  as  was  done  with  the  Illinois  street  tunnel.  Owing  to  the  important  re- 
lation to  the  welfare  of  the  city  of  a  good  and  safe  crossing  over  the  Union  Railway, 
after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  city 
should  not  accept  this  proposition.  At  all  events,  some  steps  should  be  taken  at 
once  looking  towards  the  building  of  the  viaduct. 

Private  interests  of  abutting  property  holders,  or  changes  in  the  plans  of  the 
Union  Railway  Company,  should  not  be  allowed  to  deprive  the  public  of  the  use  of 
so  important  a  crossing  of  the  Union  Railway  tracks  by  longer  delaying  the  build- 
ing of  this  structure. 

Having  planned  it,  as  well  as  having  personally  worked  out  every  detail  in  con- 
nection with  the  design,  from  its  first  conception,  1  have  always  felt  a  deep  inierest, 
as  well  as  a  personal  pride,  in  my  work,  in  any  movement  looking  towards  the 
consummation  of  this  much  desired  project;  and  it  had  been  my  ambition,  before 
severing  my  connection  with  the  city,  not  only  to  design,  but  to  personally  super- 
vise the  construction  o',  what  in  my  judgment,  will  be  one  of  the  grandest  structures, 
and  second  to  none  of  its  kind,  in  the  country.  If  in  the  future  you  should  deem 
my  services  of  value  in  this  connection,  I  shall  be  willing  and  ready  to  assist  you. 
"the  new  union  station" 

Among  the  many  additions  of  commercial  value  to  the  architectural  beauty  of 
our  city,  the  most  conspicuous  of  all  is  the  recently  constructed  "Union  Railway 
Station."  In  the  surroundings— the  Train  sheds  and  Station  building— the  Union 
Railway  Company  deserve  credit  for  having  provided  for  the  City  of'lndianapolis 
the  most  complete,  as  well  as  the  most  handsome,  station  to  be  found  in  any  city  in 
the  country.  I  would  be  unworthy  of  my  profession  if  I  failed  to  mention  with 
proper  appreciation  the  eminent  services  of  the  designer,  Thomas  Rodd,  Civil  En- 
gineer, and  those  of  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  its  construction,  Frank  C.  Doran. 
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RAILROAD    TERMINAL    FACILITIES. 

The  difficulty  experienced  in  the  past,  as  well  as  of  recent  date,  of  railroad  com- 
panies obtaining  track  privileges  from  competing  companies,  as  well  as  rights-of-way 
into  the  city,  and  the  consequent  damages  sustained  by  individual  property  holders, 
has  suggested  to  my  mind  that  where  all  are  practicable,  railroad  companies  should 
be  compelled  to  bunch  their  tracks,  and  those  applying  hereafter  should  seek  en- 
trance into  the  city  adjacent  to,  and  parallel  with,  established  lines  of  railway. 

While  railways  ought  to  be  encouraged  to  come  here,  the  granting  of  individual 
rights,  to  my  mind,  has  long  been  questionable  It  seems  to  me  that  a  proper 
remedy  of  the  difficulties  would  be  to  grant  such  franchises  to  terminal  railroad 
•companies  only*  in  which  the  rights  of  the  public  and  of  all  competing  lines  could 
be  maintained,  and  the  difficulties  of  constructing  proper  and  safe  crossings  over 
them  be  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

NATURAL    GAS. 

Owing  to  the  rush  of  business  in  an  attempt  to  properly  attend  to  all  the  duties 
recently  thrown  upon  my  department,  it  las  been  impossible  to  accomplish  all  that 
I  had  hoped  for.  with  the  natural  gas  companies.  It  will  be  remembered  that  on 
December  10th,  1888,  all  companies  were  notified  to  repair  all  leaks  indicated  by 
escape  pipes.  As  this  order  has  not  been  fully  complied  with,  and  as  the  object  of 
these  escapes  is  to  indicate  the  leaks  in  the  mains,  that  they  may  be  stopped  before 
any  serious  damage  follows,  and  as  the  liability  of  explosions  from  this  cause  is 
greater  in  frozen  weather,  I  would  recommend  that  this  matter  be  given  attention 
at  once.  It  has  recently  heen  told  me  that  it  is  the  practice  of  some  plumbers  to 
turn  natural  gas  into  artificial  illuminating  pipes,  without  first  subjecting  the  pipes  to 
the  required  test ;  again,  that  others  have  resorted  to  the  trick  of  plugging  the  house 
pipes,  both  artificial  and  natural,  within  a  short  distance  of  the  air-pump,  in  order 
to  have  them  appear  to  stand  the  required  test.  These  practices  are  criminal,  and 
persons  caught  imposing  upon  the  public  in  this  manner,  should  be  punished  to  the 
extent  of  the  law.  As  a  means  of  correcting  these  impositions,  it  might  be  well  for 
you  to  consider  the  advisability  of  licensing  plumbers. 

The  placing  of  public  gagUes,  to  indicate  the  amount  of  pressure  carried,  and  the 
Tunning  of  test  pipes,  from  high  to  low  pressure  mains  into  the  City  Engineer's 
office,  have  not  yet  been  carried  out  by  all  the  companies.  The  replacing  of  streets 
has  in  quite  a  number  of  cases  been  done  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  manner,  so  much 
so  that  it  has  been  necessary  in  some  cases  to  have  the  work  done  over  by  the  city. 
A  large  number  of  streets  need  going  over  again,  where  the  work  of  replacement 
has  been  slighted.     These  matters  should  receive  attention  as  soon  as  possible. 

Owing  to  the  haste  practiced  by  some  of  the  companies  to  get  into  the  ground  a 
large  number  of  mil  es  of  pipe,  it  will  not  be  a  surprise  to  me  if  some  of  them  in  the 
near  future  find  difficulty  in  operating  their  plants,  owing'to  the  presence  of  salt 
water  in  their  mains. 

The  introduction  of  natural  gas  has  largely  increased  the  duties  of  the  engineer- 
ing department,  and  has  more  than  doubled  its  responsibilities.  Notwithstanding 
this,  our  city  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  successful  introduction  of  so  dangerous 
an  element  without  the  occurrence  of  a  single  accident.  This  fact  is  to  be  appre- 
ciated when  it  is  remembered  that  in  many  cities,  especially  Pittsburgh,  the  work 
was  attended  with  many  serious  accidents,  and  loss  of  life;  while  in  our  city  there 
has  been  more  miles  of  mains  laid,  in  the  past  year,  than  in  the  same  length  of  time 
in  any  city  in  the  country.  That  these  facts  have  been  successfully  accomplished, 
affords  me  just  cause  for  pride ;  and  if  the  plans  are  followed  by  my  successors  which 
I  have  introduced*  there  need  be  no  cause  for  serious  accident  in  the  future. 

SUMMARY. 

During  my  term  of  office,  embracing  a  period  of  eight  years  and  almost  four 
months,  there  has  been  wrought  many  changes  in  the  public  i  mprovements  of  our  city. 
I  doubt  if  in  the  history  of  the  city  any  period  could  be  found  in  which  so  many 
improvements  of  a  permanent  character,  involving  to  such  an  extent  the  future 
■welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  city,  as  the  twelve  months  closed  with  the  year  1888. 

In  this  connection  I  will  mention  the  successful  accomplishment,  in  addition  to 
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the  other  regular  duties  pertaining  to  my  office,  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  new  Union  Passenger  Station  and  Train  Sbeds,  the  planning  of 
the  Union  Railway  Viaduct,  the  building  of  the  Illinois  Street  Tunnel,  the  intro- 
duction of  Natural  Gas,  the  solving  of  the  problem  and  laying  the  first  permanent 
Street  Pavement,  and  the  introduction  of  Electric  Light.  All  of  which  was  ac- 
complished without  the  aid  of  precedent,  and  where  but  a  single  mistake  would 
have  jeopardized  the  interests  of  the  city. 

-CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  courtesy  I  have  re- 
ceived from  those  with  whom  I  have  transacted  the  business  of  the  city,  as  well  as  to> 
all  city  officers  and  employes.     To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  I  shall  ever  feel  a  debt  of  sincere  gratitude.

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  following  damage  suits 
against  the  city,  have  been  disposed  of: 

1st.  Is  the  suit  of  Cora  Robinson  vs.  The  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company  and 
The  City,  for  $ ,  damages  on  account  of  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  re- 
ceived by  her  by  falling  into  a  gas  trench     I  notified  the  gas  company  to  appear 
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and  defend  for  the  city,  and  this  was  done,  and  resulted  in  the  settlement  of  the 
case  and  judgment  for  costs  against  the  gas  company  alone. 

2d.  Was  the  case  of  Dora  D.  Jones  vs.  The  City  and  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light 
&  Coke  Company,  in  which  the  plaintiff  demanded  five  thousand  dollars  damages, 
on  account  of  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  by  falling  into  an  excavation 
in  the  west  part  of  Circle  Park.  Here,  also,  the  gas  company  was  notified  to  ap- 
pear and  defend  for  the  city,  and  did  so,  and  settled  with  the  plaintiff,  thus  reliev- 
ing the  city  from  liability. 

3d.  The  case  of  Jeremiah  C.  Ball  vs.  The  City,  was  an  action  for  five  thousand 
dollars  damages  on  account  of  a  serious  injury  alleged  to  have  been  received  by  fal- 
ling into  a  gas  trench  on  south  Pine  street.  Learning  that  it  was  a  trench  that 
had  been  dug  by  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company,  I  notified  it  to  defend  for  the 
city,  and  acting  upon  this  notice,  the  said  company  settled  and  satisfied  plaintiff's 
claim,  resulting  in  the  dismissal  of  the  case. 

4th.  Was  the  suit  of  John  C.  Goff  vs.  The  City  and  other  defendants,  also  on  ac- 
count of  an  injury  resuming  from  a  fall  in  an  excavation  made  in  west  Walnut 
street.  Here,  also,  the  defendants  were  notified  to  appear  and  defend,  which  they 
did,  and  compromised  and  settled  the  case,  and  relieved  the  city. 

5th.  Was  an  action  brought  by  William  H.  Watt  against  The  City  and  The  In- 
dianapolis Natural  Gas  Company.  The  same  action  was  had,  and  a  like  result 
followed  as  above,  and  judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city. 

6th.  Is  the  long-pending  action  of  Michael  Stabler  vs.  The  City,  the  C  ,  H.  &  I., 
and  the  Pan-Handle  Eailroad  companies,  in  which  Stabler  demanded  ten  thousand 
dollars  damages  on  account  of  being  permanently  crippled  and  paralyzed  from 
injuries  received  at  the  Michigan  road  crossing  of  the  Pan-Handle  and  Junction 
tracks.  After  a  long  trial,  judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city  and  the 
Junction  road,  and  against  the  Pan-Handle  company  for  twenty-five  dollars.

Gentlemen: — I  make  the  following  report  respecting  matters  in  my  Department: 
1st.  I  recommend  that  the  petition  of  Daniel  W.  Noble,  asking  for  the  refunding 
of  $46.07  of  taxes  wrongfully  assessed  and  paid  by  him  on  bank  stock,  be  granted, 
and  said  sum  refunded.  The  Statute  of  Limitations  does  n<.t  cut  this  out,  it  being 
paid  cut  three  years  ago;  and  while  I  think  it  is  unjust  that  such  claims  should  be 
paid,  yet  the  {Supreme  Court  have  so  many  times  thus  decided,  I  deem  it  unwise  to 
otherwise  report  in  this  ease. 

2d.  As  to  the  order  of  the  Council  directing  me  to  prepare  an  ordinance  with 
reference  to  the  regulation  of  powder  magazines,  located  at  Wlvte  River,  as  sug-

five  pounds  of  powd  r  in  any  such  buildmg.  it  furthermore  prohibits  any  person 
from  transposing,  through  the  compact  portion  of  the  city,  gun  powder  in  any 
greater  quantity  than  a  hundred  pounds,  and  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer  to  inspect  buildings  and  acertain  if  any  building  contains  more  than  that 
much  powder.  I  have  vi-ited  the  location  at  White  River  north  of  Kentucky  ave 
Tiue, and  find  six  or  eight  small  brick  houses  covered  with  sheet-iron  and  with  iron 
doors,  that  are  used  lor  storage  ol  powder  and  other  <  xplosives.  There  is  no  ordi- 
nance prohibiting  storing  of  dynamite  within  the  city  limits.  I  ask  your  ins  rue 
tions  as  to  whether  or  not  an  ordinance  is  desired  to  prohibit  the  storage  of  dyna- 
mite and  gun-powder  within  the  city  limits;  if  so,  all  these  powder  houses  must  be 
removed.

On  March  11th,  1889,  I  sent  the  following  communication  to  Hon.  Jno.  Caven, 
President  ot  said  Company : 

"Dear  Sir: — I  notice  that  your  company  have  put  in  incandescent  electric 
wires  and  lights  at  June's  restaurant,  Craig's  confectionary  and  Harry  Walker's, 
from  arc  circuits.  This  is  clearly  a  violation  of  Sections  5  and  12,  of  General  Or- 
dinance No  44,  1888.  It  therefore  becomes  my  duty,  in  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  4  and  11,  to  notify  you  of  such  violation  ;  and  if  the  same  is  not 
stopped  at  once,  it  will  become  my  further  duty  to  report  the  facts  to  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper." 

Since  sending  the  above  communication,  I  find  the  company  has  evidently  vio- 
lated both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  General  Ordinance  No.  44,  of  1888,  in  the  work 
already  done,  and  Mr.  Caven  has  shown  no  disposition  to  respect  said  ordinance, 
because,  as  I  understood  him,  it  has  no  specific  penal  clause;  that  is, ^uch  a  clause

I  think  the  work  already  done,  and  that  which  is  threatened  by  the  President  of

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  the  following  cases  have  been 
disposed  of: 

1.  Is  the  suit  of  Catharine  Miller,  to  enjoin  the  city  from  taking  possession  of 
Miami  street.  The  court  has  rendered  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city  and  refused  a 
new  trial  in  the  case,  and  the  plaintiff  prayed  an  appenl  to  the  Supreme  Court  and 
filed  an  appeal  bond  therein,  the  effect  of  which  will  be  to  stay  proceedings  for  a 
certain  time,  at  least,  in  this  case. 
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2.  Is  the  test  case  of  Watson  M.  Murdock,  of  Illinois,  against  John  R.  Fohl  and 
the  entire  Health  Board  for  killing  what  is  known  as  a  big  cancer-jawed  s  eer  at 
the  St«»ck  Yards.  Considerable  feeling  has  been  engenered  ever,  this  case,  but  the 
jury  returned  a  verdict  in  favor  the  city,  and  judgment  has  been  rendered  accord- 
ingly. The  plaintiff  contended  that,  since  the  Stock  Yards  were  in  West  Indian- 
apolis, that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  did  not  extend  into  the  jurisdiction  of  said 
corporation  of  West  Indianapolis;  but  I  answered  for  the  defendants  that  the 
pla  ntiff  bad  nceived  full  consideration,  and  I  further  plead  accord  and  satisfac- 
tion, the  plaintiff  having  been  paid  eight  dollars  for  the  horns,  hair,  hide  and  car- 
cass of  the  animal,  and  the  jury  coincided  with  this  view  of  the  case,  and  verdict 
was  returned  accordingly. 

3.  Is  the  case  of  the  Indianapolis  Cable  Street  Railroad  Company  vs.  the  city. 
In  this  case  the  said  Cable  Company,  on  the  19th  day  of  March,  began  tearing  up 
Tennessee  street  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of  laying  an  electric  street  railroad  on 
said  street.  I  recommended  to  the  btreet  Commissioner  to  stop  work  on  said 
street,  which  was  done,  and  the  Cable  Company  brought  this  suit  against  the  city 
and  its  officers  to  enjoin  them  from  interfering  with  said  company's  workmen.  A 
hearing  was  had  last  week  on  affidavits,  and  this  morning  Judge  Howe  rendered 
an  opinion  therein,  which  I  submit  herewith  and  ask  for  its  special  consideration. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  court  refuses  an  injunctive  relief  to  said  company. 

4  I  submit  herewith  an  ordinance  preventing  ball-playing  on  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  this  city.  I  do  this  at  the  urgent  request  of  not  only  the  Superintendent 
of  Police  and  other  officers,  but  of  many  citizens  who  are  constantly  harrassed, 
and  whose  property  has  been  and  will  be  damaged,  in  consequence  of  reckless  ball- 
playing  in  the  city.'

Howe,  J — Shortly  stated,  the  prayer  of  the  plaintiff  is  that  the  hands  of  the 
■city  officers  may  betied  while  it  digs  up  North  Tennessee  street  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  down  a  railroad  track  to  be  operated  in  some  way  not  yet  determined  upon. 

There  are  various  reasons  disclosed  by  the  affidavits  on  file  on  account  of  which 
it  is,  to  say  the  least,  extremely  doubtful  whether  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  the 
temporary  injunction  prayed  for.  If  erroneously  granted,  the  injury  to  the  city 
would  be  far  greater  than  the  injury  which  can  result  to  the  plaintiff  if  the  injunc- 
tion prayed  is  erroneously  refused.  In  such  a  case  it  is  well  settled  that  a  tem- 
porary injunction  will  be  refused.  Kerr  Injunctions,  1  Am.  ed.,  209;  High  In- 
junctions, 2  ed.,  13.

streets,  and  providing  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  doing  of  such  work 
which  will  prevent  conflicts  between  such  companies  and  protect  the  rights  of  the 
city. 

The  primary  purpose  of  streets  is  to  provide  thoroughfgres  for  the  use  of  the 
public  generally.  Subordinate  to  this  purpose  is  the  use  of  the  streets  for  street- 
car tracks,  gas  and  water  mains,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines,  and  other  uses  of 
them  by  private  corporations. 

It  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  the  city  should  adopt  reasonable  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  only  to  protect  the  paramount  rights  of  the  public,  but  also  to  prevent 
any  corporation  having  a  right  to  use  the  streets  for  its  purposes  from  so  exercis- 
ing its  rights  as  unnecessarily  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  other  corporations  to 
use  the  streets  for  their  purposes. 

The  right  of  the  city  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  notwithstanding  any 
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grant  which  it  may  heretofore  have  made  to  any  corporation,  is  too  well  settled  to 
be  longer  the  subject  of  controversy.  Cooley  Constitutional  Limitations,  6  ed., 
712 ;  2  Dillon  Municipal  Corporations,  3  ed.,  sec.  720. 

As  it  is  now,  the  only  way  of  settling  conflicting  claims  to  the  use  of  the  streets 
seems  to  be  to  fight  them  out,  steal  a  march  on  rivals  in  the  night,  or  rush  to  th» 
courts  for  an  injunction,  and  usually  in  such  contests  the  rights  of  the  general  pub- 
lic are  wholly  ignored  by  the  contestants. 

The  general  rights  of  the  public  are  superior  to  those  of  all  these  corporations* 
and  should  be  enforced  by  appropriate  legislation. 

On  motion,  the  third  clause  of  the  above  report  was  referred  to  the 
City  Attorney,  with  instructions  to  prepare  an  ordinance,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  report  was  received.

The  following  report  from  the  Board  of  Health  was  read,  and  on  motion 
by  Councilman  Swain,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  with  in- 
structions to  consult  with  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Commissioners: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  City  Board  of  Health  most  re* 
spectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  statement: 

The  first  Board  of  Health  for  this  city  was  organized  in  1849,  but  not  until  1870 
was  the  board  allowed  sanitary  officers.  In  that  year  our  city  had  a  population  of 
49,000,  and  three  sanitary  officers  were  authorized  by  the  city  government.  After 
two  years,  in  1872,  one  of  the  officers  Was  made  clerk  of  the  board,  and  in  1886, 
when  the  population  had  reached  79,000,  one  of  the  remaining  two  was  made  meat 
inspector,  thus  leaving  but  one  sanitary  officer.  We  now  have  a  population  of  fully 
115,000,  with  about  600  miles  of  streets  and  alleys,  with  an  enormous  increase  of 
vaults,  sinks,  cesspools,  etc,,  to  be  sanitarily  inspected. 

It  is  plain  that  one  sanitary  officer  can  do  but  a  very  small  proportion  of  the 
needed  sanitary  work  in  this  city. 

The  records  show  that  the  greater  part  of  one  man's  time  is  required  to  attend  to 
the  posting  of  contagious-disease  cards,  the  removal  of  the  same  and  the  proper 
instructing  under  the  circumstances. 

These  facts  make  it  evident  that  the  Board  of  Health  can  do  but  very  little 
under  the  circumstances  to  abate  unsanitary  conditions.     We  therefore  petition 
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most  earnestly  that  we  be  permitted  to  appoint  three  more  officers  to  be  assigned 
to  such  duties  as  the  Board  may,  in  its  judgment,  deem  fit.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  wTas  leferred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney,  with  instructions  to 
prepare  all  necessary  blanks  : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen:  I  submit  the  following  report  on  sundry  matters;  first  and  chiefly 
with  reference  to  the  improvement  act  of  March  8,  1889.  I  desire  to  say  that  upon 
an  exhaustive  study  of  said  act  I  find  it  to  be  exceedingly  involved  and  compli- 
cated, and  far  better  suited  to  a  city  having  a  Board  of  Public  Works  than  to  the 
cities  of  Indiana  under  their  present  charters.  The  long  time,  hereinafter  men- 
tioned required  to  pass  the  ordinance  and  award  a  contract  before  the  work  can 
begin,  will  hereafter  necessitate  either  the  institution  of  a  Board  of  Public  Works 
in  this  city,  or  the  preparation  and  passage  of  street  improvement  ordinances  in 
the  fall  and  winter  preparatory  to  work  the  succeeding  summer.  Two  serious 
qutstions  present  themselves  at  the  threshold  of  this  case. : 
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First,  does  this  act  repeal  all  former  street  improvement  acts  ? 

Second,  can  Indianapolis  issue  the  bonds  provided  for  in  in  this  act? 

In  the  title  of  the  act  there  is  a  repealing  clause,  but  in  the  body  of  the  act  no  re- 
peating clause  appears;  therefore  the  former  street  improvement  laws  would  not  be 
repealed  except  by  implication,  and  repeals  by  implication  are  not  favored  in  law  -r 
on  the  contrary,  th'.y  are  much  in  disiavor.  If  an  intention  to  construct  two  systems 
of  street  improvements  be  manifested  in  the  latter  law,  the  mere  fact  of  similarity 
in  provisions  or  possible  inconvenience  resulting  therefrom  would  not  be  sufficient 
to  repeal  the  former  law.  We  have,  as  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court,  two  sys- 
tems for  the  construction  of  gravel  roads,  each  provided  for  by  lavs  enacted  at. 
different  periods,  but  each  is  held  to  provide  a  separate  method  for  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  said  roads. 

"While  there  are  similar  provisions  in  the  street  improvement  acts  of  1889  and  of 
1867,  with  the  supplemental  acts  of  1881  and  1 885,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there 
is  no  such  repugnancy  between  the  Jattf-r  law  and  the  former  laws  as  to  work  a 
repeal  of  said  former  laws  by  implication.  It  is  my  judgment,  that  we  have  in 
Indiana  two  systems  for  street  improvements,  separate,  complete,  and  distinct  in 
themselves;  the  former  is  made  up  of  the  act  of  March  14,  1867,  amended  by  the 
act  of  March  14,  1881,  and  supplemented  by  the  act  of  April  15,  1885,  which  pro- 
vide for  improvement  with  or  without  petition,  and  the  collection  of  the  total  cost 
thereof  by  estimate,  and  precept  thereon  issued  in  case  of  failure  of  any  property 
holder  to  pay  his  respective  assessment;  that  said  former  system  is  still  in  force  is 
evinced  by  the  last  three  different  references  thereto  in  the  act  of  1889.  In  sup- 
port of  this  proposition  I  cite  the  case  of  Robinson  vs.  Rippey  et  al,  111  Ind.  p? 
112;  also  the  case  of  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Montgomery  County  vs.  Fellen,  111 
Ind.  p.  410;  both  decided  by  Judge  Elliott  in  1887. 

The  second  point  raised  presents  a  very  serious  question.  These  bonds  will  ne- 
cssarily  rapidly  multiply,  and  if  they  are  city  bonds  proper  this  city  can  not  issue 
them,  for  we  are  already  slightly  above  our  constitutional  two  per  cent,  limit.  A 
somewhat  similar  question  was  presented  to  our  Supreme  Court  in  1887,  respecting 
the  issuance  of  gravel  road  bonds  by  counties.  It  was  there  held  that  since  pravei 
road  bonds  were  to  be  paid  out  of  a  special  fund,  although  they  were  issued  by  the 
county,  still  they  were  held  to  be  improvement  or  gravel  road  bonds  and  not 
county  bonds  proper,  and  did  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the  county,  nor 
were  they  within  the  inhabitation  of  Article  1 3  of  our  State  Constitution. 

I  cite  the  cases  of  Strieb  vs.  Cox,  111  Ind.  p.  299,  and  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Montgomery  County  vs.  FuUen,  supra. 

Following  the  reasoning  of  said  cases,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  bonds  pro- 
vided for  in  the  act  under  discussion,  will  not  be  considered  bonds  of  the  city,  nor 
a  charge  upon  the  city,  but  will  be  held  to  be  street  improvement  bonds,  payable 
out  of  a  certain  designated  fund,  and  their  issuance  will  be  legal  and  valid.  While 
the  late  act  has  caused  a  vast  amount  of  speculation  and  much  discussion,  and 
while  there  are  many  opinions  to  the  effect  that  it  is  illegal  and  unconstitutional,, 
and  while  there  are  other  opinions  that  the  former  law  has  been  repealed,  and  while 
the  provisions  of  the  late  act  are  cumbersome  and  expensive,  it  is  my  judgment 
that  the  former  street  improvement  act  is  still  in  force,  that  the  late  law  is  consti- 
tutional, and  that  the  bonds  therein  provided  for,  will  be  legal  and  valid,  and  for 
the  payment  of  which  the  city  will  not  be  liable.  Acting  upon  ihis  opinion  and 
believing  it  is  the  duty  of  officers  to  get  all  the  good  possible  out  of  this  act,  I  pro- 
ceed, under  your  instructions,  to  consider  it  in  detail  and  present  herewith,  forms 
necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  its  provisions. 

I  first  submit  herewith  a  form  of  petition  to  be  used  by  the  property  holders 
asking  for  improvement  under  this  act  and  mark  it  Exhibit  "A.''  Improvement 
ordinances  hereunder  can  be  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  without  petition. 

I  next  submit  a  form  of  declaratory  resolution  and  mark  it  Exhibit  "B."  This 
resolution  should  be  passed  before  any  action  is  taken  on  the  ordinance  providing 
for  the  improvement.  After  its  passage  it  requires  two  weeks  publication  and  ten 
days'  notice,  making  twenty-four  da\s  in  all,  a  form  for  which  said  notice  I  submit 
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herewith  and  mark  it  Exhibit  "C."  I  call  your  attention  to  the  further  fact  that 
there  is  no  provision  in  this  law  indicating  to  whom  these  property  holders  shall 
present  their  objections  when  they  meet  as  provided  for  in  said  notice  ;  and  since 
it  would  be  asking  too  much  of  any  committee  of  the  Council  to  appear  as  fre- 
quently as  would  be  neccessary  under  this  act,  I  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  or 
his  deputy  be  instructed  to  appear  with  said  property  holders  and  receive  their 
objections,  if  any  they  have,  to  any  proposed  improvement,  and  to  submit  the  same 
to  the  Council. 

I  further  submit  herewith  a  form  of  ordinance  for  said  proposed  improvement,  as 
described  in  said  resolution,  and  mark  it  Exhibit  "D."  I  recommend  that  in  every 
case  said  ordinance  providing  for  the  improvement  mentioned  in  said  declaratory 
resolution,  be  submitted  to  the  Council  and  placed  on  file,  without  reading,  at  the 
same  time  the  resolution  is  submitted,  for  the  reason  that  the  resolution  provides  that 
a  profile  and  specifications  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and 
in  this  city  no  specifications  are  preptred,  as  a  rule,  until  the  ordinance  is  ready  for 
introduction,  and  these  specifications  should,  in  every  instance,  be  copied  in  the 
specification  record  by,  and  in  the  office  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  before  said 
ordinance  is  presented  to  the  Council,  in  order  that  the  property  holders,  when  no- 
tified to  appear  at  the  office  o  the  City  Clerk,  pursuant  to  said  resolution,  may 
have  knowledge  of  the  character  of  the  proposed  improvement.  After  the  passage 
of  said  ordinance,  which  contains  an  order  to  the  Engineer  to  make  the  required 
publication  for  proposals  to  do  the  work  therein  mentioned,  the  Engineer  will  be 
required  to  give  three  weeks  publication  for  bids,  which  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Council,  or  some  designated  authority,  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  expiration 
of  the  notice.  Thereupon  the  Council  and  Board  can  at  once  award  the  contract 
to  the  best  bidder  Lt  is  not  necessary  that  these  bids  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Council,  they  can  be  submitted  to  any  officer  or  committee;  and  it  would  expedite 
matters  if  these  bids  were  opened,  classified,  and  examined  by  some  officer  or  com- 
mittee before  the  Council  met,  so  that  their  report  and  a  contract  drawn  up  there- 
under could  be  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  thus  save  two  weeks  time. 

The  next  step,  after  the  work  shall  have  been  completed,  will  be  the  approval 
and  measurement  and  the  estimate  thereof  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  who  shall 
submit  to  the  Council  such  estimate,  containing  six  different  facts  very  similar  to 
the  estimates  now  submitted  under  the  old  law.  All  of  these  forms  I  have  pre- 
pared for  the  Engineer.  Upon  the  filing  of  his  report,  as  it  is  called,  the  city  must 
then  give  two  weeks'  notice  in  two  newspapers,  representing  the  two  leading  po- 
litical parties,  of  the  time  and  place  when  a  hearing  can  be  had  on  such  estimate 
or  report.  Here  again,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  committee  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  your  honorable  bodies,  must  be  present  to  hear  complaints,  and  I  re- 
commend that  you,  at  or  ce,  determine  upon  such  committee.  After  said  hearing, 
said  committee  must  make  a  report  to  your  honorable  bodies,  recommending  the 
adoption  or  alteration  of  such  report,  and  then  you  may  adopt,  alter,  or  amend 
such  report  and  the  assessments  therein.  The  law  permits  any  person,  who  feels 
agrieved,  to  appear  before  said  committee,  or  he  can  appear  before  the  Common 
Council  afterwards  and  make  his  objection  to  said  report.  Upon  such  report  being 
made,  if  the  Council  and  Board  are  satisfied  with  if,  they  approve  the  report,  which 
now  becomes  an  assessment.  This  assessmentt  takes  the  place  of,  and  is,  in  fact, 
the  old  form  of  estimate  worked  out  in  detail ;  when  this  estimate  is  approved  it 
becomes  a  lien  on  the  property,  and  pmpertv  holders  must  at  once  appear  and 
promise  and  agree  in  writing,  to  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  and  by  him  spread 
on  record,  that  they  will  not  make  any  objection  to  the  illegality  or  irregularity  of 
their  assessments,  and  will  pay  the  same,  with  interest  at  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent, 
per  annum.  The  time  when  this  shall  be  done  should  be  fixed  by  the  city  and  all 
property  holders,  who  within  that  time  do  not  thus  agree,  will  be  required  to  pay 
their  respective  assessments  at  once  without  the  benefit  of  the  ten  year  provision, 
hereafter  mentioned,  and  the  contractor  can  at  once  cobect  said  sum  due  him  from 
them  either  by  precept  or  foreclosure.  All  those  who  do  thus  agree  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  pay  their  respective  assessments  in  ten  equal  annual  installments.  And 
here  I  call  your  attention  to  another  important  omission  in  this  law;  it  provides 
that  these  several  assessments  shall  each  be  split  up  into  ten  installments,  and  the 
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city  shall  cause  these  deferred  assessments  or  installments  to  be  placed  upon  the 
-city  tax  duplicate  and  collect  one  installment  each  successive  year,  with  six  per 
cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  charged  to  each  respective  installment.  The 
law  does  not  provide  who  shall  do  this  work,  and  it  will  entail  upon  some  one  a 
great  deal  of  work.  I  have  prepared  a  form  t©  be  used  in  the  duplicate  for  each 
and  all  of  the  ten  years  that  said  assessments  will  have  to  run. 

Finally,  the  bonds  are  to  be  issued,  and  two  kinds  are  provided  for.  First,  bonds 
"bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum  payable  semi-annually,  may 
be  issued  and  sold  in  the  open  market.  Second,  bonds  with  similar  provisions  are 
to  be  issued  directly  to  the  contractor  in  full  of  the  cost  of  the  work;  if  the  latter 
class  are  to  be  issued,  then  it  is  my  judgment  that  you  will  be  required  to  state  in 
the  advertisement  for  bids,  or  at  least  in  the  contract  for  the  improvement  that  the 
contractor  will  be  required  to  take  bonds  in  payment  for  such  cost.  Both  of  these 
classes  of  bonds  are  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  said  deferred  assess- 
ments, and  must  be  paid  out  of  the  special  fund  derived  therefrom.  You  can  issue 
one  bond,  or  any  number  of  bonds,  on  each  separate  improvement,  but  the  bonds 
must  be  charged  to  that  particular  improvement  alone.  I  would  not  advise 
the  issuance  of  more  than  ten  Donds  (except  in  case  of  large  improvements),  for 
each  improvement,  making  one  bond  due  each  year,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  install- 
ment due  that  year ;  thus  expense  and  trouble  will  be  saved  and  in  case  of  a  small 
improvement  one  bond  only  might  be  issued.  In  no  case  can  the  par  value  of  the 
bonds  exceed  the  total  cost  of  the  improvement  on  account  of  which  they  are 
issued  ;  they  must  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par  and  should  be  issued  for  the  sum  of 
the  total  assessments  against  property  owned  by  persons  who  have,  by  the  afore- 
mentioned agreement,  obtained  the  benefit  of  said  deferred  assessments.  These 
bonds  should  be  ordered  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution,  which  I  will  hereafter  pre- 
pare, distinctly  and  clearly  providing  therefor,  specifying  the  amount  to  be  issued 
on  account  of  each  improvement,  so  that  each  bond  can  be  fully  authenticated  and 
their  validity  may  never  be  questioned.  Each  step  provided  by  this  said  law  should 
be  strictly  followed  in  every  particular,  for  undoubtedly  a  large  amount  of  these 
street  improvement  bonds  will  be  issued. 

I  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Printing  be  instructed  to  have  printed  and 
bound  for  the  City  Clerk  and  City  Civil  Engineer  all  necessary  forms  herein  men- 
tioned. Under  the  present  law,  ordinances,  and  rules  of  your  honorable  bodies, 
unless  the  rules  of  your  bodies  shall  be  changed,  or  you  have  special  meetings,  it 
will  require  all  the  time  between  now  and  the  first  of  September  to  award  the  con- 
tract for  the  improvement  before  work  can  begin  under  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

There  is  no  law  that  prohibits  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  on  the  same  night  of 
its  introduction  and  since  this  law  is  so  tedious  I  suggest  the  changing  your  rules 
so  as  to  be  able  to  pass  an  ordinance  on  tbe  night  of  its  introduction. 

Second.     I  call  your  attention  to  another  important  matter. 

On  the  9th  day  of  March  last  the  General  Assembly  enacted  a  law  making  cer- 
tain provisions'  respecting  the  legal  advertising  of  cities  and  providing  that  certain 
advertisements  might  be  made  in  daily  newspapers.  On  the  11th  day  of  March 
following,  the  same  General  Assembly  enacted  another  law  providing  that  in  all 
cities  having  a  population  of  ten  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  according  to  the 
last  census,  all  legal  advertising  required  by  law,  pertaining  to  affairs  connected 
with  the  the  city  government,  shall  be  made  in  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  cir- 
culation in  such  city;  that  all  notices  for  applications  to  retail  spiritous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  and  all  notices  of  the  sale  of  real  estate  for  delinquent  taxes,  where  the 
applicant  for  such  license  resides  in  or  the  real  estate  to  be  sold  is  situate  in  such  city, 
shall  also  be  made  in  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  said  city.  Such 
publication  shall  be  one  day  each  week  for  the  number  of  weeks  now  required  by 
law  for  such  advertisements.  There  was  no  emergency  clause  to  either  of  said 
acts,  and  the  latter  act  mentioned  takes  precedence  over  all  others;  and  the  latter 
act  will  go  into  effect  when  the  acts  passed  at  the  last  General  Assembly  will  go  into 
effect,  which,  the  Secretary  of  State  informs  me,  will  occur  probably  within  two 
weeks.  I  advise  you  that  it  would  not  be  safe  for  the  city  to  Jail  to  advertise,  in  a 
daily  newspaper  of  the  city,  all  ordinances  requiring  publication.     I  therefore  re,. 
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commend  that  the  Printing  Committee  be  instructed  to  at  once  secure  bids  for  the 
city's  legal  advertising. 

Third-  With  reference  to  the  resolutiosi  instructing  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company  to  run  cars  on  English  avenue  every  fifteen  minutes,  I  report  that  the 
city  has  the  undoubted  right  to  compel  this  to  be  done.  The  city  has  the  unioubted 
power  to  regulate  the  time  of  running  all  cars  on  all  street  railway  lines  in  the 
city,  provided  such  regulations  are  reasonable.  This  is  provided  for  in  Section  4 
of  the  Ordinance  of  January  18,  1-61.  The  Street  Railway  Company  has  been 
served  with  a  copy  of  that  resolution,  but  declared  their  inability  to  comply 
therewith. 

Fourth  I  submit  herewith  an  ordinance  regulating  the  doing  of  work  on,  or 
the  occupation  of,  streets,  avenues  and  alleys,  in  the  city  by  corporations,  firms,  or 
individuals,  claiming  rights  therein.  It  is  intended  to  meet  the  requirements  called 
for  in  the  opinion  submitted  by  Judge  Howe,  with  reference  to  various  corporations 
operating  in  the  city. 

Fifth.  I  present  herewith  an  ordinance  prohibiting  the  putting  of  advertise- 
ments, hand-bilN,  and  dodgers  on  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  and  fire-alarm 
poles  and  lamp  posts  and  recommend  its  adoption.  It  is  in  fact,  only  supple- 
mental to  the  State  law,  and  to,  an  ordinance  ot  the  city. 

Sixth.  I  report  of  two  matters  respecting  the  construction  of  the  Natural  Gas 
Ordinace: 

1st.  The  collection  of  money  in  advance  by  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Com- 
pany, and 

2d.  As  to  the  power  of  the  Council  to  order  mains  to  be  extended  on  certain 
streets. 

I  report  to  you  that,  strictly  construed,  the  Natural  Gas  Ordinance  will  not  per- 
mit any  natural  gas  company  to  collect  gns  bills  other  than  a  month  at  a  time;  as 
to  the  second  question,  I  answer  that  the  natural  gas  companies  are  required,  under 
Sec.  13,  of  the  original  natural  gas  ordimtnce,  to  extend  their  mains  within  sixty 
days  after  being  so  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen; 
provided,  owners  or  occupants  of  real  estate  along  the  line  proposed  to  be  extended, 
petition  for  it,  and  ten  per  cent,  of  the  petitioners  agree  to  become  consumers  of  gas. 

I  have  conferred  with  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company,  and  I  submit  here- 
with a  communication  from  them,  through  their  attorney,  on  this  subject.  They 
state  to  me  that  on  account  of  their  obligations  outstanding,  and  their  floating 
indebtedness,  which  has  been  very  rapidly  reduced  in  the  last  few  months,  from 
ninety  thousand  dollars  to  about  forty  thousand,  they  are  unable,  at  the  present 
time,  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  Council;  but  at  the  very  earliest  time  possi- 
ble they  will  so  comply  with  said  order,  in  every  particular  and  will  lay  said  lines 
of  pipe,  and  that  they  are  anxious  and  willing  to  lay  said  pipes  and  make  connec- 
tion therewith.  As  to  the  twelve  dollars  advance  collection,  they  state  hat  this  is 
collected  in  payment  only  of  the  cost  of  connection,  and  is  really  an  advance  loan 
from  the  property  holder  of  that  sum  of  money,  for  which  they  give  credit  on  his 
gas  bill.

I  believe  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  outgrown  the  general  charter  act  of 
1867,  and  the  question  of  devising  means  to  improve  our  system  of  municipal  gov- 
ernment, is  one  that  deserves  the  careful  consideration  of  all  good  citizens.  Legis- 
lative relief  is  now  imperatively  required,  and  the  next  General  Assembly  should 
give  it,  without  fail.  All  measures  suggested  by  the  city's  representatives  were 
entirely  ignored  by  the  members  from  this  county  at  the  recent  session.  Ail  tve 
bills  pertaining  to  this  city's  affairs  that  did  receive  their  support,  have  proved  ab- 
ortive— unconstitutional  and  illegal.  Hence,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  thut 
men  should  be  selected  to  represent  us  in  the  next  General  Assembly  who  will 
place  the  interests  of  the  people  and  the  city  above  that  of  party. 

Among  the  many  laws  that  should  be  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  is  one 
providing  for  the  selection  of  a  board  to  devise,  superintend  and  control  all  public 
improvements.  This  board  should  be  elected  by  the  people,  or  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  Councilmen  and  Aldermen  receiving  but  $150.00  a  year,  can  not  be  ex- 
pected to  devote  the  time  necessary  to  properly  do  this  part  of  the  city's  work. 
Responsibility  should  be  centralized ;  therefore

numerable false  arrests,  confusing  and  demoralizing  the  public  business,  adding 
largely  to  the  public  expenditures,  and  laying  the  city  liable  to  large  damages  and

A  large  amount  of  grading  and  graveling  has  been  done  upon  the  walks  and 
drives,  and  is  being  rapidly  completed. 

An  upright  board  fence,  six  feet  high,  with  posts  and  rails  new,  and  with  old 
hoards  from  the  amphitheater  and  sheds,  has  been  put  up  eighty  rods  in  length,  on 
the  south  line  of  the  Park,  at  a  cost,  for  new  lumber,  $109.28;  nails,  $4.40;  labor,

A  large  number  of  trees — fourteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (1,479) — 
have  been  purchased  and  planted  out  at  various  places  on  the  Park,  such 
as  a  double  row  across  the  north  end;  a  row  on  each  side  of  each  of  the 
walks  and  drives,  where  there  were  none,  in  all  parts  of  the  Park;  also,  a 
row  along  the  east  side,  and  various  clumps  and  groups  at  suitable  points, 
at  a  cost  of  $355.39.  In  addition,  six  hundred  and  fifty  small  trees  have 
been  purchased,  at  a  cost  of  $22.50,  and  planted  in  a  nursery,  for  future 
transplanting — making  the  entire  number  of  trees  purchased  and  planted 
out,  twenty-one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (2,129  )  These  trees  have  been 
well  set  out,  and  are  now  doing  well;  only  a  few  have  so  far  failed  to  leaf 
out.     The  cost  of  these  trees  has  been  the  sum  of 377  89  .

The  Committee  on  Public  Light,  through  Alderman  Taylor,  submitted 
the  following  report : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Light  have  had  under  consideration  the 
subject  of  discontinuing  additional  gas  lamps  displaced  by  the  one  hundred  electric 
lights  now  in  service.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Co.  and  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Co.,  entered  into  July  23,  1888,  it  was  made 
the  duty  of  the  Committees  on  Public  Light  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  to  require  such  a  number  of  gas  lights 
extinguished  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  displaced  by  the  one  hundred,  electric 
lights  erected  under  the  provisions  of  said  contract.  The  one  hundred  electric 
lights  were  erected  and  located  as  provided,  and  have  been  operated  continuously 
since  February  1,  1889,  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  gas  lamps  have  been  discontinued  as  follows: 
The  two  gas  lamps  at  street  intersections,  immediately  under  the  electric  lights,  to 
the  number  of  221  were  discontinued  by  order  of  said  committees;  that  afterwards, 
on  March  26,  1889,  gas  lights  to  the  number  of  89  were  discontinued  by  order  of  the 
Council  and  Board,  making  in  all  discontinued  to  the  present  date,  310  gas  lights. 
It  is  certainly  apparent  to  any  ordinary  citizen,  after  having  made  even  a  slight 
investigation,  that  a  greater  number  than  310  gas  lights  ought  to  be  extinguished. 
Just  what  this  number  should  be  and  where  located,  has  been  the  work  of  your 
committee,  in  which,  at  times,  we  have  had  the  assistance  of  some  members  of  the 
Public  Light  Corumitte  of  the  Council. 

Your  committee,  desiring  that  the  plain  spirit  and  intent  of  said  contract  with 
the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.  should  be  complied  with,  and  the  cost  of 
street  light  be  reduced  to  the  lowest  limit  consistent  with  good  service,  recom- 
mended in  their  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  March  11,  1889,  "that  the  City 
Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  at  once  discontinue  such  gas  lamps  as  he  thinks  best, 
to  the  number  of  400  or  more,"  which  report  was  adopted  by  this  Board,  since 
which  time  the  89  gas  lights,  above  stated,  have  been  discontinued. 
_  Your  committee  has  carefully  inspected  each  electric  light  and  the  territory 
lighted  by  the  same ,  and  the  number  of  gas  lamps  within  the  light  of  each  electric 
light  that  can  and  ought  to  be,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  immediately 
discontinued,  and  find  such  number  to  be  216,  located  and  designated  as  follows:

the  present  cost  of  street  lighting,  per  annum,  as  follows:

246  Vapor  lamps  at  $18  00  each,  per  annum 4,428 

100  Electric  lights  at  $60.00  each,  per  annum 6,000 

$45,693 
While  the  city  is  paying  for  246  vapor  lamps,  but  125  are  provided  for  by  ordi 
nance.  The  ordinance  originally  provided  for  the  erection  of  250  vapor  lamps 
for  the  term  of  three  year.-,  the  three  years  limit  having  expired  several  months 
ago  as  to  125  lamps.  And  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  city  ought  to  dis- 
continue the  extra  number,  being  i21,  not  now  required  by  ordinance. 

By  discontinuing  the  2 ' G  gas  lamhs,  as  herein  recommended,  and  the  extra  121 
vapor  lamps,  not  authorized,  would  make  the  cost  of  street  lighting  as  follows,  per 
annum  : 

2,136  Gas  lamps  at  $15.00  each,  per  annum  $32,035 

125  Vapor  lamps  at  $18.00  each,  per  annum.. 2,250 

100  electric  lights  at  $60.00  each,  per  annum 6,000 

$40,285 
This  would  light  all  the  territory  now  lighted  by  gas  and  electric  light  at  an 
annual  saving  of  $5,408. 
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It  would  be  a  reduction  of  526  gas  lamp?  or  one  electric  light  at  $60.00  per  an- 
num would  displace  5T\\  gas  lamps  at  $78.90  per  annum. 

The  entire  subject  of  vapor  lights  has  been  referred  to  a  conference  committee 
of  the  two  bodies  upon  a  proposition  to  increase  the  number  to  500  lights,  which 
proposition  was  not  concurred  in  by  this  Board,  and  upon  this  we  presume  the  con- 
ference committee  will  report  in  due  time. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  light  must  be  provided  for  the  newly 
built-up  portions  of  the  city  around  the  outskirts.  What  would  be  the  cost  and  at 
the  same  time  the  most  economical  light  for  these  sections  ?  Which  is  the  best 
light,  electric,  gas,  or  vapor?  In  ih«  built-up  part  of  the  city,  as  shown  herein, 
one  electric  light  will  displace  5  T2/o  gas  lamps  Is  it  not  fair  to  conclude  that  in 
the  outskirts  this  proportion  would  be  greatly  increased? 

Under  the  contract  with  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Co ,  the  city  has  the  right  to 
require  the  erection  of  any  additional  lights  anywhere  within  the  corporate 
limits,  at  $81.00  each,  per  annum. 

Considering  the  quality  and  quantity  of  light  the  number  of  gas  or  vapor  dis- 
placed by  electric  lights,  which  would  be  the  most  economical,  electric  at  $81.00, 
gas  at  $15.00,  or  vapor  at  $18.00  each,  per  annum. 

The  reduction  of  gas  and  vapor  lights  proposed  by  your  committee  would  enable 
citizens  living  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  who  are  now  without  light,  to  have 
erected  and  maintained  67  electric  lights  without  incurring  the  expenditure  of  one 
cent  more  than  is  being  paid  at  this  time  for  street  lights. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  216  additional  gas  lamps  located  as  herein 
designated,  be  immediately  discontinued.

Gentlemen  : — I  report  the  following  sundry  matters  : 

1st.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  case  of  Collins  vs.  Travis,  Su- 
perintendent of  Police,  and  other  officers,  demanding  five-tbousand  dollars  dam- 
ages for  false  imprisonment,  has  been  tried,  and  the  court  instructed  the  jury,  after 
hearing  the  evidence,  to  return  a  verdict  for  all  the  defendants.  Collins  seems  to 
have  served  a  twelve  days'  sentence  in  the  workhouse,  by  mistake,  for  somebody 
•else. 

2d.  The  case  of  Mary  E.  Oliver  vs.  Elizabeth  Johnson  and  others,  for  falling 
•over  a  cellar  door  on  Mississippi  street,  has  been  disposed  of.  I  notified  the  city's 
•co-defendants  to  appear  and  defend  for  it,  and  that  we  should  look  to  them  for  all 
damages  that  might  be  recovered  in  the  case.  The  case  was  then  settled  by  the 
cjty's  co-defendants  and  dismissed,  thus  relieving  the  city  of  all  liability. 

3d.     The  last  Legislature  passed  a  law  providing  for  the  appointment  by  the 
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county  officers  and  also  the  city  authorities,  of  a  Meat  Inspector,  whose  duty  it 
should  be,  as  near  as  we  are  able  to  determine  from  the  very  badly  written  law, 
to  inspect  every  animal  on  foot,  the  meat  of  which  is  to  be  consumed  or  put  on 
sale  within  this  city;  in  brief  that  all  meat  sold  in  this  city  must  have  been  in- 
spected alive  within  Marion, county.  It  will  prevent  the  importation  of  so  termed 
dressed  beef  from  outside  cities.  The  county  is  ahout  to  appoint  an  inspector  and 
proposes  to  appoint  Mr.  Fohl  as  Deputy  Inspector.  I  recommend  that  this  matter 
be  referred  to  an  appropriate  committee  for  investigation  and  report.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  with  the  City  Engineer,  to 
whom  was  referred  sundry  matters,  report  thereon  as  follows : 
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1st.  We  recommend  that  General  Ordinance  No.  23,  1889,  providing  for  the 
construction  of  a  levee  along  the  south  bank  of  Fall  Creek,  from  two  hundrfd  (200) 
feet  east  of  Central  avenue  to  Tennessee  street,  be  passed.  We  have  examined  the 
ordinance  and  find  that  it  specifically  exempts  the  City  of  Indianapolis  fiom  all 
liability  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  levee,  and  believe  that  it  will 
be  of  great  importance  to  that  part  of  the  city  to  have  this  levee  made. 

2d.  We  recommend  that  the  resolution,  respecting  the  annexation  of  the  eight 
additions  and  subdivisions  lying  north  of  the  city,  beginning  with  Lazarus  and 
Pierce's  Meridian  Place,  and  ending  with  Byram  and  Cornelius'  Addition  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  as  described  in  the  r<  solution  introduced  on  June  3,  be 
adopted.  These  additions  include  the  territory,  practically,  lying  between  Cen- 
tral avenue  and  Tennessee  street,  and  all  south  of  the  south  bank  of  the  levee, 
south  of  Fall  Creek. 

3d.  With  respect  to  the  method  of  disposing  of  the  surface  water,  at  the  inter- 
section of  Ninth  and  Sheldon  streets,  we  report  that  such  accumulation  of  water  is 
caused  by  the  damming  up  of  the  ditch,  some  years  ago  constructed  through  the 
ground  south  and  east  of  the  Atlas  Works,  extending  from  Seventh  street  straight 
north  to  the  State  Ditch.  This  has  been  done  by  John  J.  Cooper,  who  has  placed  in 
such  ditch  small  tile,  entirely  too  small  to  carry  off  the  water  that  flows  in  said  ditch 
from  Ninth  street  north  to  the  State  Ditch,  and  has  filled  up  the  entire  ditch  with 
the  exception  of  such  tiling;  not  only  that,  but  he  has,  without  right  and  contrary 
to  express  provision  of  a  statute  of  the  State,  which  subjects  him  to  a  fine,  ob- 
structed the  State  Ditch  by  placing  two  or  three  small  tile  in  the  State  Ditch  just 
north  and  a  little  east  of  the  Atlas  Works  and  is  about  to  fill  up  the  State  Ditch. 
He,  and  the  parties  owning  said  ground  between  Hillside  avenue  and  the  Atlas 
Works,  and  lying  north  of  Ninth  street,  have  made  a  pretended  grade  of  streets 
extending  north  from  Plinth  street  to  and  across  the  State  Ditch,  which  grade  has 
never  been  fixed  by  the  City  Engineer,  or  by  any  officer  of  the  city  and  is  wholly 
unauthorized.  The  Street  Commissioner  has  notified  Mr.  Cooper  not  to  fill  up  the 
State  Ditch,  and  this  instruction  should  be  supported  by  resolution  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  which  resolution  we  submit  herewith  and  recom- 
mend its  immediate  passage.  As  to  what  should  be  done  with  the  ditch  leading 
from  Ninth  street  north  to  the  State  Ditch,  we  ask  for  further  time  in  which  to  re- 
port. 

4th.  With  reference  to  the  petition  of  Fred.  Ilg  and  others,  asking  for  the  pas- 
sage of  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  regrading  of  Merrill  street,  between  East 
street  and  Virginia  avenue,  we  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  prepare 
an  ordinance  and  a  profile  of  said  work,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Council  at  its 
next  meeting.

Whereas,  the  stream  of  water  known  as  the  State  Ditch  is  a  natural  water 
course  and  a  natural  drain  for  a  large  territory  in  the  north  and  northeastern  part 
of  the  city,  and  especially  the  territory  immediately  west  of  Hillside  avenue  and 
north  of  NiDth  street;  amouting  about  5,000  acres,  and  whereas,  said  Ditch  was 
dug  at  public  expense  by  the  the  State,  many  years  ago,  and  whereas,  by  the  act  of 
thg  General  Assembly  of  Indiana,  approved  January  15,  1844,  the  city  authorities 
of  Indianapolis  were  authorized  to  keep  said  Ditch  in  proper  repair  and  to  remove 
all  obstructions  to  the  same,  and  whereas,  by  said  act  it  was  made  an  offense,  pun- 
ishable by  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  any  person  to  wilfully  obstruct  the 
free  passage  of  the  waters  of  said  Ditch,  and  whereas,  the  city,  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act  did,  in  the  years  1884  and  '85,  widen  and  straighten  said  Ditch, 
and  riprap  the  same,  at  a  total  cost  of  about  seventeen  thousand  dollars,  and 
whereas,  John  J.  Cooper,  by  himself  and  others,  has  caused  a  few  small  drain  tile 
to  be  laid  in  said  Ditch,  which  are  wholly  inadequate  to  carry  off  the  water  that 
naturally  drains  therein,  and  are  about  to  fill  up  said  Ditch,  which,  if  done,  will 
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necessarily  cause  an  overflow  of  a  large  territory  immediately  east  and  south 
thereof,  all  of  which  work  is  "being  done  without  right  or  authority,  and  whereas, 
without  authority  or  the  direction  of  the  city  cr  any  of  its  officers,  said  parties  have 
made  a  pretended  grade  of  certain  streets  leading  Irom  Ninth  street,  north  to  and 
across  said  State  Ditch ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  order  said  Cooper  and  others  to  remove  all  said  drain  tile,  and  all  other 
obstructions  from  said  State  Ditch,  and  in  case  the  same  is  not  done  within  five 
days  from  the  service  of  said  notice,  that  said  Street  Commissioner  is  hereby 
ordered  to  remove  said  obstructions  and  do  said  work,  and  collect  the  costs  thereof 
from  said  Cooper,  or  from  said  Cooper  and  others  placing  the  same  there. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  pretended  grade  of  the  streets  lying  north  of  Ninth 
street,  between  the  Atbs  Works  and  Hillside  avenue,  be,  and  the  same  hereby 
disapproved.

Every  person,  to  whom,  before  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance, 
there  shall  have  been  issued  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  to  sell,  barter,  or  give  away,  for  any  purpose  of  gain,  any  spiritous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  less  quantity  than  a  quart  at  a  time,  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  or  outside  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  but  within  two  miles  of  the 
corporate  limits  thereof,  shall,  before  he  is  permitted  to  sell,  barter,  or  give  away 
any  such  liquor,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  City  of  Indianapoli?,  or  outside  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, but  within  two  miles  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  pay  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  for  the  general  use  and  benefit  of  said  city,  such 
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proportionate  part  of  said  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  as  the  part  of  the  year 
yet  to  run,  on  said  Commissioners'  license,  bears  to  one  full  year;  said  sum  shall  be 
the  city  license  fee  to  be  charged  in  addition  to  the  sum  now  required  by  law,  to  be 
paid  into  the  school  fund  of  said  county: 

Provided,  that  where  such  person  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  shall 
have  procured  and  paid  for  a  city  license,  to  retail  any  such  intoxicating  liquors, 
there  shall  be  deducted,  from  such  proportionate  part  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  aforesaid,  such  proportionate  part  of  one  hundred  dollars  as  the  time  yet 
to  run  on  said  former  city  license,  bears  to  one  full  year;  said  balance  shall  be  the 
city  license  fee  to  be  charged  in  addition  to  the  sum  now  required  by  law  to  be 
paid  into  the  the  school  fund  of  said  county. 

On  payment  of  said  sum,  or  said  proportionate  part,  or  said  balance,  as  the  case 
may  be,  such  applicant  shall  present  to  the  City  Clerk  of  said  city  his  receipt 
therefor,  with  his  said  license  theretofore  granted  him  by  the  said  Board  of  Com- 
missioners and  by  said  city,  if  any  he  have,  and  said  City  Clerk  shall  thereupon 
issue  to  suce  applicant  a  license  to  sell  such  liquors  as  are  specified  in  such  license 
theretofore  granted  by  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners,  for  the  term  or  unexpired 
term  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Aldermen  in  regular  session  held  in  the  Aldermanic 
Chamber  Moiday  evening.  June  10th.  1889,  adopted  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Light  of  said  Board: 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen:— Y 'our  Committee  on  Public  Light  have  had  under  consideration  the 
subject  of  discontinuing  additional  gas  lamps  displaced  by  the  one  hundred  electric 
lights  now  in  service.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Co.  and  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Co.,  entered  into  July  23,  1888,  it  was  made 
the  duty  of  the  Committees  on  Public  Light  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  to  require  such  a  number  of  gas  lights 
extinguished  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  displaced  by  the  one  hundred  electric 
lights  erected  under  the  provisions  of  said  contract.  The  one  hundred  electric 
lights  were  erected  and  located  as  provided,  and  have  been  operated  continuously 
since  February  1,  1889,  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  gas  lumps  have  been  discontinued  as  follows: 
The  two  gas  lamps  ht  street  intersections,  immediately  under  the  electric  lights,  to- 
the  number  of  221  were  discontinued  by  order  of  said  committees;  that  afterwards, 
on  March  26,  1889,  gas  lights  to  the  number  of  89  were  discontinued  bv  order  of  the 
Council  and  Board,  making  in  all  discontinued  to  the  present  date,  310  gas  lights. 
It  is  certainly  apparent  to  any  ordinary  citizen,  after  having  made  even  a  slight 
investigation,  that  a  greater  number  than  310  gas  lights  ought  to  be  extinguished. 
Just  what  this  number  should  be  and  where  located,  has  been  the  work  of  your 
committee,  in  which,  at  times,  we  have  had  the  assistance  of  some  members  of  tie 
Public  Light  Conimitte  of  the  Council. 
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Your  committee,  desiring  that  the  plain  spirit  and  intent  of  said  contract  with 
the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.  should  he  complied  with,  and  the  cost  of 
street  light  be  reduced  to  the  lowest  limit  consistent  with  good  service,  recom- 
mended in  their  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  March  11,  1889,  "that  the  City 
Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  at  once  discontinue  such  gas  lamps  as  he  thinks  bestT 
to  the  number  of  400  or  more,"  which  report  was  adopted  by  this  Board,  since- 
which  time  the  89  gas  lights,  above  stated,  have  been  discontinued. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  inspected  each  electric  light  and  the  territory 
lighted  by  the  samf ,  and  the  number  of  gas  lamps  within  the  light  of  each  electric 
light  that  can  and  ought  to  be,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  immediately 
discontinued,  and  find  such  number  to  be  216,  located  and  designated  as  follows:

246  Vapor  lamps  at  $18  00  *  ach,  per  annum 4,428 

100  Electric  lights  at  $60.00  each,  per  annum 6,000 


$45,693 
While  the  city  is  paying  for  246  vapor  lamps,  but  125  are  provided  for  by  ordi- 
ance.     The  ordinance  originally  provided  for  the  erection  of  250  vapor  lamps 
sig.  39. 
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for  the  term  of  three  years,  the  three  years  limit  having  expired  several  months 
ago  as  to  125  lamps.  And  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  city  ought  to  dis- 
continue the  extra  number,  being  121,  not  now  required  by  ordinance. 

By  discontinuing  the  216  gas  lamhs,  as  herein  recommended,  and  the  extra  121 
vapor  lamps,  not  authorized,  would  make  the  cost  of  street  lighting  as  follows,  per 
annum  : 

2,136  Gas  lamps  at  $15.00  each,  per  annum $32,035 

125  Vapor  lamps  at  $18.00  each,  per  annum 2,250 

100  electric  lights  at  $60.00  each,  per  annum 6,000 

$40,285 

This  would  light  all  the  territory  now  lighted  by  gas  and  electric  light  at  an 
annual  saving  of  $5,408. 

It  would  be  a  reduction  of  526  gas  lamps  or  one  electric  light  at  $60.00  per  an- 
num would  displace  b^\  gas  lamps  at  $78.90  per  annum. 

The  entire  subject  of  vapor  lights  has  been  referred  to  a  conference  committee 
of  the  two  bodies  upon  a  proposition  to  increase  the  number  to  500  lights,  which 
proposition  was  not  concurred  in  by  this  Board,  and  upon  this  we  presume  the  con- 
ference committee  will  report  in  due  time. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  light  must  be  provided  for  the  newly 
built-up  portions  of  the  city  around  the  outskirts.  What  would  be  the  cost  and  at 
the  same  time  the  most  economical  light  for  these  sections  ?  Which  is  the  best 
light,  electric,  gas,  or  vapor?  In  the  built-up  part  of  the  city,  as  shown  herein, 
one  electric  light  will  displace  5  y2^  gas  lamps  Is  it  not  fair  to  conclude  that  in 
the  outskirts  this  proportion  would  be  greatly  increased? 

Under  the  contract  with  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Co ,  the  city  has  the  right  to 
require  the  erection  of  any  additional  lights  anywhere  within  the  corporate 
limits,  at  $81.00  each,  per  annum. 

Considering  the  quality  and  quantity  of  light  the  number  of  gas  or  vapor  dis- 
placed by  electric  lights,  which  would  be  the  most  economical,  electric  at  $81.00, 
gas  at  $15.00,  or  vapor  at  $18.00  each,  per  annum. 

The  reduction  of  gas  and  vapor  lights  proposed  by  your  committee  would  enable 
citizens  living  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  who  are  now  without  light,  to  have 
erected  and  maintained  67  electric  lights  without  incurring  the  expenditure  of  one 
cent  more  than  is  being  paid  at  this  time  for  street  lights. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  216  additional  gas  lamps  located  as  herein 
designated,  be  immediately  discontinued.

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  consent,  authority  and  permission  is  hereby  given  and  granted  to  the  said  j 
"Citizens'  Street  Kailroad  Company,  of  Indianapolis,"    to  use  cars  propelled  by 
means  of  electric  storage  battery  in  the  operation  of  their  lines  of  street  railroad,  in  I 
addition  to  animal  power. 

And  the  acceptance  of  this  grant  and  authority  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  or 
interfere  with  the  right  of  the  said  company  to  use  animal  power  on  any  of  its  lines 
of  street  railroad,  or  any  other  right  of  said  company  heretofore  given  or  granted 
by  said  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Councilman  Darnell  presented  the  following  remonstrance;  which  was 
ordered  filed  with  the  ordinance : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianopolis : 

Gentlemen: — We,  the  properey  owners,  understand  a  petition  is  before  your  hon- 
orable bodies  asking  an  ordinance  be  passed  providing  for  the  curbing  and  bowl- 
dering  of  the  gutters  on  Ninth  street,  from  Tennessee  street  to  Illinois  street.  We 
respectfully  beg  to  remonstrate  against  said  improvement  for  the  following  reasons: 
It  being  a  heavy  and  unwarranted  expense,  which  we  do  not  feel  able  to  bear;  It 
being  a  cross  street  of  thirty  feet  in  width,  just  having  been  paved  with  a  five-foot 
sidewalk,  leaving  but  twenty  feet  clean  roadway.  If  reduced  six  to  eight  feet  more 
by  guttering  and  bowldering,  it  would  leave  only  twelve  to  fourteen  foot  roadway. 
The  square  east  running  from  Illinois  to  Meridian  street,  that  was  also  included  in 
this  project,  was  dropped  on  the  request  of  the  property  holders  of  said  square.

Councilman  Elliott  presented  the  following  communication ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Something  must  immediately  be  done  to  protect  the  large  area  of 
country  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city,  for  in  time  of  high  water  a  large  ter- 
ritory is  submerged.  Messrs.  Cooper  and  Picken  have  filled  up  the  private  ditch, 
extending  north  from  Ninth  street  to  the  State  Ditch — a  distance  of  about  1,075 
feet — and  have  laid  therein  a  ten  (10)  inch  drain  pipe. .  This  runs  through  their 
private  ground,  and  for  years  this  ditch  has  furnished  the  drainage  for  all  that  ter- 
ritory north  of  Seventh  street  up  to  Ninth  street,  in  the  vicinity  of  Sheldon  street, 
*  They  now  pronose  that  if  the  city  will  buy  other  pipe,  they  will  open  the  ditch 
and  lay  the  pipe  and  close  the  ditch  agair.,  free  of  expense  to  the  city.     The  manu- 
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facturers  agree  to  furnish  eighteen  (18)  inch  sewer  pipe,  of  good  quality,  at  42J 
oents  a  foot.  This  pipe  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $450.00.  It  is  believed 
that  with  the  present  drain  now  laid  east  of  this  drain,  from  Ninth  street  north  to 
the  State  Ditch,  that  an  eighteen  (18)  inch  pipe  will  carry  off  all  the  water  accu- 
mulating at  Sheldon  street.  This  improvement  is  an  imperative  necessity,  and 
should  be  made  at  once,  and  we  recommend  that  this  proposition  be  accepted  with- 
out delay. 

They  further  propose  to  lay  in  the  State  Ditch  proper,  extending  through  their 
ground?,  two  eighteen  (18)  inch  sewer  pipes  in  addition  to  three  ten  (10)  inch  drains 
now  laid  therein,  all  to  be  made  and  laid  at  their  own  expense;  and  then  they  de- 
sire to  cover  up  that  part  of  the  State  Ditch  extending  through  their  grounds. 
There  is  now  dug  a  ditch  north  of  the  Belt  Railroad,  and  entering  the  State  Ditch 
west  of  Cooper  and  Pickens  ground,  and  this  carries  off  a  large  portion  of  the  water 
north  of  the  Belt  Road.  There  is  also  another  ditch  south  of  the  Belt  Road  and 
north  of  the  State  Ditch,  and  this  enters  the  State  Ditch  west  of  Sheldon  street, 
extended  north. 

Both  the  foregoing  propositions  should  be  acted  upon  at  once,  for  the  reason  that 
said  Cooper  and  Picken  are  making  extensive  improvements,  and  should  not  be 
unnecessarily  delayed. 

Councilman  Hicklin  offered  the  following  motion;  which  was  adopted:

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  Friday  evening,  July  5th,  A.  D.  1889,  at  eight  o'clock,  in 
adjourned  session,  pursuant  to  adjournment.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  concur- 
red in : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  carefully  examined  the  three  several  resolutions  providing: 
for  the  running  of  electric  cars,  first  to  Brightwood;  second  to  the  Julien  Electric 
Traction  Company,  along  Vermont  street,  and  third  to  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad 
Company,  on  all  the  streets  in  the  city. 

.  All  these  resolutions  are  crudely  drawn,  and  unsafe,  and,  in  my  judgment,  it 
would  be  unwise  to  pass  either  of  them,  as  no  restr  ctions  or  regulations  are  thrown 
around  them  for  the  city's  protection.  In  lieu  of  them  I  have  drafted,  first,  an  or- 
dinance supplemental  to  the  present  ordinances  of  the  city,  giving  the  Citizens' 
Street  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  operate  one  line  of  street  railway  by  any 
electric  system  said  company  may  select,  from  the  intersection  of  Peru  street  and 
Massachusetts  avenue,  or  Home  and  College  avenues,  eastward  to  Brightwood,  and 
have  made  a  part  of  such  ordinance  all  of  the  present  conditions,  restrictions,  re- 
quirements and  regulations  of  all  other  ordinances  of  the  city,  referring  to  said 
company,  and  have  limited  the  charter  period  to  the  same  time  as  that  under  which 
they  are  now  operating. 

Second,  as  to  the  resolution  granting  the  Julien  Electric  Company  the  right  to 
tear  up  and  lay  track  in  Vermont  street,  I  recommend  that  until  said  company  shall 
appear  and  file  a  bond,  conditioned  that  they  will  pay  all  damages  incurred,  and 
will  put  back  such  street  in  good  condition,  and  the  property  holders  therein  shall 
consent  thereto,  that  no  privilege  of  this  kind  be  granted  to  it. 

The  use  of  electro-motive  power  is  no  longer  an  experiment,  but  is  a  fixed  fact. 
It  certainly  is  not  necessary  to  tear  up  the  streets  of  this  city  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
perimenting with  any  electrical  device  to  test  its  power.  Its  power  is  already  con- 
ceded. The  only  question  there  is  left,  is  the  relative  expense  of  operating  an  elec- 
tric plant  in  comparison  with  one  operated  by  animal  power;  and  this  is  a  question 
to  be  settled  by  the  street  car  companies,  and  not  by  the  city,  and  for  this  no  streets 
need  be  torn  up.  Until  some  company  will  agree  to  do  something  more  than  ex- 
periment on  the  streets  of  this  city  not  already  occupied  by  a  street  railway  track,  I 
advise  that  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  take  no  action  in  the 
matter.  I  refer  you  to  the  next  section  of  this  report,  which,  in  my  judgment,  will 
furnish  an  adequate  means  for  electric  systems  to  test  the  practicability  of  any  such 
system  where  they  desire  simply  to  experiment. 
sig.  40.  [473  J 
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Third.  I  recommend  that  the  resolution  granting  the  Citizens'  Street  Bailroad 
Company  the  authority  to  propel  cars  by  electric  storage  battery,  on  their  lines  in 
this  city,  be  not  granted,  because  it  is  entirely  too  sweeping  in  its  terms,  and  would, 
in  my  judgment,  operate  as  a  perpetual  franchise  to  said  company. 

Furthermore,  the  President  of  the  company  informs  me  that  as  electricity  is  now 
developed,  they  at  present,  at  least,  can  not  afford  to  operate  a  storage  battery  sys- 
tem in  this  city,  because  of  its  great  expense,  and  of  its  experimental  condition  j 
but  said  company,  as  an  experiment,  is  willing  to  operate,  or  allow  any  other  person 
or  corporation,  to  operate  on  any  of  their  lines,  any  cars  propelled  by  an  electric 
storage  battery.  Therefore,  for  an  experimental  test  only,  I  have  prepared  a  reso- 
lution which  I  submit  herewith,  and  recommend  its  adoption  in  lieu  of  the  two  last 
resolutions  referred  to  in  this  report,  heretofore  submitted  to  me.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  you  referred  the 
following  motion  and  proposal,  report  as  follows: 

1st.  Is  a  motion:  "That  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to 
remove  an  old  machine  on  south  New  Jersey  street."     Recommend  its  passage. 

2d.    Is  a  proposal : 

"  To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Something  must  immediately  be  done  to  protect  the  large  area  of 
country  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city,  for  in  time  or  high  water  a  large  ter- 
ritory is  submerged.  Messrs  Cooper  and  Picken  have  filled  up  the  private  ditch, 
extending  north  from  Ninth  street  to  the  State  Ditch — a  distance  of  about  1,075 
feet — and  have  laid  therein  a  ten  (10)  inch  drain  pipe.  This  runs  through  their 
private  ground,  and  for  years  this  ditch  has  furnished  the  drainage  for  all  that  ter- 
ritory north  of  Seventh  street  up  to  Ninth  street,  in  the  vicinity  of  Sheldon  street. 

They  now  propose  that  if  the  city  will  buy  other  pipe,  they  will  open  the  ditch 
and  lay  the  pipe  and  close  the  ditch  again,  free  of  expense  to  the  city.  The  manu- 
facturers agree  to  furnish  eighteen  (18)  inch  sewer  pipe,  of  good  quality,  at  42 \ 
cents  a  foot.  This  pipe  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $450.00.  It  is  believed 
that  with  the  present  drain  now  laid  east  of  this  drain,  from  Ninth  street  north  to 
the  State  Ditch,*  that  an  eighteen  (18)  inch  pipe  will  carry  off  all  the  water  accu- 
mulating at  Sheldon  street.  This  improvement  is  an  imperative  necessity,  and 
should  be  made  at  once,  and  we  recommend  that  this  proposition  be  accepted  with- 
out delay. 

They  further  propose  to  lay  in  the  State  Ditch  proper,  extending  through  their 
grounds,  two  eighteen  (18)  inch  sewer  pipes  in  addition  to  three  ten  (10)  inch  drains 
now  laid  therein,  all  to  be  made  and  laid  at  their  own  expense;  and  then  they  de- 
sire to  cover  up  that  part  of  the  State  Ditch  extending  through  their  grounds. 
There  is  now  dug  a  ditch  north  of  the  Belt  Railroad,  and  entering  the  State  Ditch 
west  of  Cooper  and  Picken  s  ground,  and  this  carries  off  a  large  portion  of  the  water 
north  of  the  Belt  Koad.  There  is  a^so  another  ditch  south  of  the  Belt  Road  and 
north  of  the  State  Ditch,  and  this  enters  the  State  Ditch  west  of  Sheldon  streetr 
extended  north. 

Both  the  foregoing  propositions  should  be  acted  upon  at  once,  for  the  reason  that 
said  Cooper  and  Picken  are  making  extensive  improvements,  and  should  not  be 
unnecessarily  delayed." 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  said  proposal  be  not  accepted,  as  we  find  that- 
said  pipes  are  not  capable  of  draining  the  flow  of  water  properly.     We  further  re- 
commend that  said  Cooper  &  Picken  at  once  remove  said  pipes,  and  restore  said 
ditches  to  former  depth  and  shape.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  submits  to  you,  for  your  consideration,  the 
following  matters : 

1st.  We  have  received  many  complaints  about  the  fertilizer  factory  of  E.  Rauh 
&  Sons,  recently  burned  on  the  Belt  road  near  East  street.  It  is  charged  that  said 
place  is  a  nuisance  on  account  of  the  offensive  odors  constantly  emitted  therefrom. 
The  sanitary  officer  of  this  board  has  inspected  and  reports  against  the  rebuilding 
of  said  factory.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  if  it  is  shown  by  residents  in  the 
neighborhood  that  this  factory  is  a  nuisance,  and  injurious  to  health,  that  the  pro- 
prietors be  not  permitted  to  rebuild  said  factory  on  the  old  site,  but  be  compelled 
to  move  the  same  outside  the  city's  jurisdiction. 

2d.  We  have  carefully  examined  General  Ordinance  No.  31, 1889,  entitled,  "An 
Ordinance  to  promote  the  public  health  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  ;  "  we  have  also 
had  prepared  by  the  City  Attorney  two  additional  ordinances,  one  of  them 
entitled,  "  An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  cutting  and  burning  of  weeds,  dock, 
and  thistles,  on  all  lots  in  the  city ; "  the  other,  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to  pro- 
mote public  health  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  by  inspection  of  milk,  cream  and 
butter,  to  be  sold  within  the  city. "  These  three  ordinances,  upon  careful  examina- 
tion, we  earnestly  recommend  for  passage.  They  are  in  substance  the  ordinances 
of  the  leading  cities  of  the  country  upon  the  respective  subjects  treated  of  therein, 
and  we  recommend  that  immediate  action,  by  your  honorable  bodies,  be  had 
thereon,  to  the  end  that  the  health  of  the  city  may  be  promoted,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city  brought  up  to  that  standard  which  should  be  and  can  be 
maintained.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  represent  that  the  Fer- 
tilizing Factory  of  E.  Kauh  &;  Sons,  burned  down  July  26,  1889.  That  this  factory 
has  been  a  nuisance  for  several  years  past,  and  as  it  is  conducted,  has  been  injurious 
to  a  large  number  of  people  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city. 

It  was  situated  on  the  Belt  Kailroad,  about  six  hundred  feet  east  of  East  street, 
and  when  in  operation  (day  and  night)  its  noxious,  foul  and  sickening  vapors  and 
stench  filled  the  air  for  half  a  mile  away,  and  dependant  upon  the  wind.  A  large 
number  of  people  have  been  constantly  annoyed  and  nauseated  by  the  foul  odors  of 
this  factory.  If  it  is  permitted  to  be  re-built,  we  believe  the  nuisance  will  be  per- 
petuated, and  the  curse  fastened  upon  us. 

"We  remonstrate  against  the  re-building  of  this  factory,  and  pray  that  you  may 
promptly  resolve  that  no  permit  to  re-build  shall  be  allowed  by  the  city  officers.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Water,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  to  ex- 
amine the  improvements  being  made  by  the  Water  Company,  would  report  that 
we  have  examined  the  same,  and  would  refer  you  to  the  following  letter  received 
from  the  company.

Hons.  Henky  L.  Snith,  M.  M.  Cummings  and  John  O'Connor: 

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  your  question  as  to  what  improvements  are  being  made 
by  this  company,  we  would  respectfully  report  that  we  have  completed  the  laying 
of  a  16  and  12  inch  main  from  intersection  of  Mississippi  and  Seventh  streets  to  the 
intersection  of  Indiana  avenue  and  Eirst  street,  near  Eall  Creek,  and  from  that  point 
we  are  now  laying  a  24-inch  main  to  the  gallery  where  we  are  erecting  a  new 
pumping  station  60  by  120  feet  of  brick  and  stone,  with  slate  roof.  We  have  con- 
tracted with  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company,  of  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  for  a  Gashil 
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Horizontal  Compound  Condensing  Engine,  12,000,000  capacity  in  24  hours,  to  be 
placed  in  the  new  station  as  soon  as  it  is  completed.  It  is  also  expected  to  remove 
from  the  lower  station  the  little  Holly  Engine  with  4,500,000  gallon  capacity.  This 
will  give  a  combined  pumping  capacity  in  24  hours  of  35,000,000  gallons  from  two 
stations,  and  three  forcing  mains,  two  of  24  and  one  of  20  inches  in  diameter.  This 
will  greatly  increase  our  fire  service,  and  ability  to  deliver  a  large  quantity  of  wa- 
ter in  the  city  whenever  there  shall  be  a  demand  for  it.  The  boilers  for  furnishing 
the  steam  for  the  engine,  are  under  contract  with  Armstrong  Bros.,  of  this  city. 

In  answer  to  the  question  as  to  whether  we  are  furnishing  water  according  to 
•contract,  we  would  reply  that  the  contract  requires  us  to  supply  water  of  a  degree 
of  purity  just  lower  than  the  minimum  standard  of  puri'y  of  good  potable  water, 
as  established  by  the  National  Board  of  Health.  Not  only  are  we  complying  with 
the  contract,  but  we  are  furnishing  water  of  a  degree  of  purity  far  beyond  that  es- 
tablished by  the  National  Board  of  Health. 

In  answer  to  the  question  as  to  whether  there  is  any  probability  of  a  reduction  of 
rates,  we  would  reply  that  Indianapolis  is  classed  with  the  low  rate  cities,  and  our 
rates  are  as  low  as  the  average,  and  are  as  low  as  prompt  and  efficient  service  will 
at  present  justify.  Should  there  be  a  large  increase  of  consumption  of  water,  there 
■will  probably  be  some  reduction  in  rates. 

In  answer  to  the  question  whether  it  is  the  intention  to  furnish  water  to  all  who 
■desire  it,  we  will  reply  that  we  have  not  far  from  eighty  miles  of  mains,  which  will 
supply  at  least  ten  times  as  many  consumers  as  there  are  now  on  the  lines,  and  that 
we  are  willing  to  extend  mains  whenever  there  is  consumption  sufficient  to  justify. 
Under  the  resolutions  passed  by  your  body  since  the  making  of  the  present  contract, 
we  have  laid  4,603  feet,  being  over  8£  miles — being  more  than  5  miles  in  excess  of 
contract  requirements,  and  the  total  number  of  consumers  is  only  201  of  all  classes 
for  the  8£  miles.  In  addition  to  these  mains,  at  the  request  of  citizens  and  the  im- 
provement of  property,  we  have  laid  7,625  feet.  We  will  further  say,  should  the 
Board  of  Health,  deeming  it  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  citizens  on  any  street, 
request  us  to  lay  a  line,  it  will  be  done  promptly ;  or  if  it  should  make  an  order 
closing  the  wells,  and  there  are  mains  lacking,  the  company  will  lay  them. 

We  would  further  reply  in  a  general  way,  that  we  are  supplying  the  city  pure 
and  wholesome  water,  and  with  a  prompt  and  efficient  fire  service;  and  we  are  ex- 
erting ourselves  in  every  way  to  more  than  comply  with  our  contracts,  and  to  ren- 
der satisfaction.  To  accomplish  this  end,  the  company  has  heavily  burdened  itself, 
hoping  that  in  the  near  future  that  the  revenue  will  be  greatly  increased,  so  as  to 
give  to  those  who  have  so  long  maintained  the  Water  Works  for  the  city,  some  com- 
pensation for  their  great  outlay  and  risks  taken,  and  relieve  the  compai.y  of  the 
large  debt  incurred  for  the  new  plant,  and  in  complying  with  the  resolutions  of  the 
honorable  body  which  you  are  representing.

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  the  following  papers  for  your  consideration,  fa- 
vorably passed  upon  by  the  Common  Council  at  its  regular  session  held  August 
-5th,  1889.  For  the  Common  Council:

The  following  entitled  ordinance,  as  amended  by  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, was  read: 

<x.  O.  32,  1889 — An  ordinance  supplemental  to  the  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing  the  construction,  extension  and 
operation  of  certain  passenger  railways  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis;"  ordained  and  established  January  18,  1864,  and  all  other  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  amendatory  of  and  supplemental  to  said 
entitled  ordinance. 

Alderman  Laut  moved  that  the  action  of  the  Common  Council  be  con- 
curred in. 

Alderman  Smith  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  4,  and  inserting  the  following  as  Section  4: 
"All  poles  shall  be  erected  and  wires  suspended,  maintained  and  operated,  so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  any  present  wires,  poles  or  fixtures  belonging  to  any  other 
person,  company  or  corporation,  and  so  as  not  to  interfere  electrically  or  otherwise, 
"with  the  use  and  operation  of  the  same."

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Which  failed  of  adoption,  by  the  following  vote :

Alderman  Smith  presented  the  following  communication ;  which  was 
read  and  received : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Aug.  10th,  1889. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  some  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Street  Railway  Ordinance  now  pending  before  your  honorable  body. 

The  operation  of  Section  four  of  this  ordinance,  as  amended  and  adopted  by  the 
Council  at  its  meeting  August  5th,  1889,  will,  if  permitted,  prevent  the  operation 
of  telephone  lines  now  in  use  by  the  city  Fire  Department,  and  by  telephone  sub- 
scribers in  this  city,  and  also  the  use  of  the  Police  Patrol  telephone  lines  now 
operated  under  a  contract  between  this  company  and  the  city.  It  would  also,  if 
permitt-d,  result  in  the  telephone  and  fire-alarm  poles  and  wires  along  the  proposed 
route  of  the  street  railway  being  so  "  changed  by  the  railway  company  at  its  own  ex- 
pense," as  to  remove  them  from  such  streets  altogether,  and  destroy  their  usefulness. 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  understood  that  t  e  amount  of  interference  by  an 
over-head  electric  street  railway  system  with  the  operation  of  other  electrical  wires, 
depends  entirely  upon  the  manner  in  which  such  over-head  railway  system  is  con- 
structed and  operated  It  is  easy  to  so  construct  and  operate  such  a  system  as  to 
destroy  and  prevent  the  operation  of  telephone  lines  along  the  same  street,  without, 
in  the  language  of  the  ordinance,  "injurying  the  present  poles,  wires  or  fixtures.'' 
It  is  also  easy  to  so  construct  and  operate  such  an  over- head  railway  system  as  to  not 
prevent  or  interfere  with  the  operation  of  telephone  lines  along  the  same  streets. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  and  our  prior  rights  and  occupancy  of  the  streets,  and  the 
mutual  interest  of  the  city  and  ourselves,  in  preventing  interference  with  the  tele- 
phone service  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  as  well  as  that  of.  private  citi- 
zens, we  would  respectfully  ask  that  Section  four  of  the  ordinance  be  so  amended 
as  to  preserve  and  protect  our  prior  rights  and  the  interests  of  our  city  and  our- 
selves, and  so  as  to  prevent  the  changing  of  any  of  the  present  lines  without  the 
consent  of  the  owners  thereof. 

In  presenting  this  communication  to  your  honorable  body,  we  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  as  in  any  way  antagonizing  the  building  and  operation  of  an  electric 
street  railway  system,  but  only  as  urging  that  the  construction  and  operation  of  such 
a  system  shall  be  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  interference  with  existsng  lines  and 
the  operation  thereof,  and  that  the  same  be  provided  for  in  the  ordinance.  We 
would  therefore  suggest  that  Section  four  of  this  ordinance  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"All  poles  shall  be  erected  and  wires  suspended,  maintained  and  operated,  so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  any  present  poles,  wires  or  fixtures  belonging  to  any  other 
person,  company  or  corporation,  and  so  as  not  to  interfere  electrically  or  other- 
wise, with  the  use  and  operation  of  the  same." 

If  the  ordinance  is  so  amended,  the  construction  and  operation  of  an  electric  rail- 
way will  be  practicable,  and  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city  and  its  Fire  and 
Police  Departments,  as  well  as  our  own,  will  be  fully  protected.

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SPECIFICATIONS 

For  the  conduits  and  conductors  to  be  used  by  C.  C.  Perry,  for  the  under-ground] 
transmission  of  the  electric  current  for  electric  lighting,  and  for  other  purposes,, 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Conduits. — The  conduits  for  the  protection  of  the  conductors,  are  to  be  con- 
structed of  lumber,  the  several  parts  being  proportioned  and  secured  substantially 
as  shown  in  the  accompanying  drawing;  or  they  may  consist  of  iron  tubes  lined 
with  concrete,  or  of  tubes  of  indurated  fibre,  with  the  cables  drawn  through  and 
laid  in  conformity  with  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888. 

Conductors. — The  main  line  conductors  are  to  be  cables  containing  133  No.  13 
copper  wires,  more  or  less,  the  wires  being  protected  by  a  suitable  water-proof  in- 
sulation. Branch  cables  are  to  be  of  ample  size  to  transmit  the  required  quantity 
of  current  without  any  dangerous  increase  of  temperature. 

Insulation. — In  addition  to  the  insulation  provided  in  the  manufacture  of  the- 
cables,  they  are  also  to  be  insulated  from  the  conduit  boxes  by  bearings  of  baked 
wood  saturated  with  paraffine  wax.  These  bearings  are  to  be  placed  from  three  to 
five  feet  apart,  the  distance  being  so  close  as  to  prevent  the  cables  from  touching 
the  conduit  boxes,  either  at  the  bottom  or  sides.  After  the  cables  are  thus  secured 
in  a  central  position,  the  conduit  boxes  are  to  be  filled  with  melted  pitch,  which 
will  exclude  moisture  and  air,  and  will  form  a  complete  insulation  of  the  cables.

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  respecting  the  complaints  made  against  the  factory  of  E. 
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Rauh  &  Sons,  recently  burned  on  the  Belt  Road.  report,|that  we  have  personally 
examined  the  premises  and  surroundings,  and  in  addition  to  this  have  examined 
and  heard  statements  of  about  two  hundred  persons.  Of  these,  about  thirty  state 
that  the  establishment  is  a  nuisance,  while  the  balance — being  much  the  larger 
number — state  that  prior  to  its  destruction  by  fire,  it  was  not  a  nuisance;  but  that 
since  its  destruction,  the  odors  emitted  from  the  burning  and  putrid  -matter,  have 
been  very  offensive,  but  such  matter  has  since  been  removed  to  the  Sellers  Farm.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  residents  of  your  city,  desire  respectfully  to  call 
your  attention  to  a  long-standing  annoyance  to  ourselves  and  the  public,  and  ask 
that  you  will  consider  the  matter  carefully,  and  if  within  the  scope  of  your  powers 
as  law  makers,  that  you  well  devise  some  means  for  the  relief  of  your  petitioners 
and  the  public  generally  from  the  same. 

The  matter  of  sprinkling  the  streets,  a  thing  of  unquestioned  utility  when  prop- 
erly performed,  but  as  it  is  now,  and  has  been  done  for  some  time  past,  is  one  of  the 
most  noticeable  sources  of  inconvenience  and  discomfort  that  is  to  be  found  in  our 
city, —  one  that  indeed  has  become  an  intolerable  nuisance,  sireets  not  being  as  they 
should,  only  being  sprinkled  sufficiently  to  keep  down  the  dust,  leaving  them  com- 
paratively dry  and  pleasant  thoroughfares  with  respectable  crossings,  instead  of 
which  nearly  all  our  principal  streets  are  literally  flooded  once  or  twice  daily,  leav- 
ing pools  of  water  at  crossings  and  street  car  tracks,  and  in  ruts  or  hollow  places, 
are  constantly  filled  with  muddy  water,  to  be  splashed  by  wheels  and  horses'  feet 
upon  the  passers  by,  or  to  remain  as  the  beginning  of  mud  holes  of  no  small  size 
with  which  many  of  our  roadways  now  abound.  The  streets  constantly  covered 
with  mud,  deep  as  the  dust  will  make  it,  through  which  no  vehicle  can  be  kept  clean 
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for  two  squares  driving,  crossings  unfit  for  ladies  to  use,  they  being  constantly  com- 
pelled to  soil  their  skirts  or  their  feet  soaked  with  water  or  covered  with  mud,  if 
they  attempt  to  cross  the  street  or  get  in  or  out  of  the  carriage. 

This  unnecessary  waste  or  mischievous  use  of  water  is  mostly  chargeable  to  the 
use  of  street  sprinklers  who  are  filling  contracts  on  the  streets  for  the  same.  Al- 
though in  part  it  is  due  to  those  who  keep  hose,  and  allow  their  children  or  servants 
to  amuse  themselves  for  hours  in  slopping  the  streets  and  flooding  the  gutters  in 
their  vicinity,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  their  neighborors,  and  to  passers  by. 

As  the  streets  are  public  property,  they  should  be  kept  for  their  legitimate  uses 
as  thoroughfares,  and  whatever  interferes  or  perverts  the  same,  should  surely  be  the 
subject  of  law.  We  therefore  trust  and  hereby  request  that  you  establish  some 
gauge  which  should  regulate  the  matter  and  save  the  citizens  from  the  inconven- 
ience to  which  they  are  now  subjected.

The  following  communication  from  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  was  read: 

Indianapolis,  Sept.  16,  1889. 
To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — The  foreign  delegates  to  the  International  American  Congress,  to 
convene  in  Washington  next  month,  will  spend  the  first  day  of  November  in  this 
city.  In  connection  with  a  representative  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  I  have  had  some 
correspondence  with  the  Department  of  State,  concerning  their  entertain mient 
while  here.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Board  of  Trade  held  to-day,  a 
programme  was  agreed  on  for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  these  distin-

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guished  visitors,  which,  if  carried  out,  will  be  creditable  to  our  city.  I  was  asked 
to  invite  your  honorable  bodies,  representing  the  city  proper,  to"  unite  with  the 
Board  of  Trade  in  arranging  and  providing  for  this  entertainment.  The  proposi- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Trade  is,  that  the  expense,  which  will  probably  be  about  three 
hundred  dollars,  shall  be  equally  divided  between  it  and  the  city. 

I  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition,  and  that  you  name  a  proper 
number  of  your  bodies — say  five  from  the  Council  and  three  from  the  Board  of  Al- 
deamen  — as  a  committee  to  act  with  the  Board  of  Trade  in  this  matter.

Councilman  Swain  moved  that  four  members  of  the  Common  Council 
be  appointed,  together  with  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  as  a  Committee  to 
act  with  a  Committee  from  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Which  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  appointed  Councilmen 
Swain,  Markey,  Pearson  and  Hicklin  as  such  Committee. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  presented  the  following  communication ;  which 
was  read : 

Gentlemen  ot  the  Common  Council : 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  long  delay  of  the  Union  Kail  way  Company 
in  commencing  the  work  of  constructing  the  viaduct  provided  for  in  G.  O.  No.  36, 
of  1886.  Since  the  condemnation  of  the  twenty  foot  strip  of  ground  along  the  east 
side  of  the  first  alley  east  of  Meridian  street,  between  Georgia  and  South  streets,. 
to  provide  room  for  the  viaduct,  I  have  had  several  talks  with  representatives  of 
the  Union  Railway  Company,  concerning  this  matter.  Many  excuses  have  been 
offered  for  the  delay  in  commencing  the  work,  the  principal  one  being  that  some 
of  the  property  owners  had  taken  appeals  from  the  assessment  of  damages  awarded 
by  the  City  Commissioners,  the  company's  officials  expressing  the  fear  that  un- 
reasonably excessive  damages  might  be  finally  awarded,  which  the  company  would 
then  be  compelled  to  pay.  Some  months  ago  I  ascertained,  however,  that  all  the 
persons  who  had  taken  appeals,  were  willing  to  accept  the  amounts  already  fixed  by 
the  City  Commissioners  or  by  the  court  on  appeal,  respectively,  in  order  that  work 
might  not  be  longer  delayed.  This  fact  was  communicated  to  the  officials  of  the 
Union  Company.  I  awaited  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  company,  which 
occurred  in  July,  supposing  that  the  Directors  would  then  order  the  work  com- 
menced at  once.  To  my  great  surprise,  however,  I  noticed  in  the  city  papers  on 
the  morning  after  the  Directors'  meeting  had  adjourned,  that  instead  of  favorable 
action  having  been  taken,  one  of  the  Directors  had  made  a  bitter  and  denunciatory 
speech  against  the  city  officials  for  presuming  to  ask  the  company  to  build  the  via- 
duct at  all. 

I  at  once  saw  the  City  Attorney,  and  after  a  consultation,  we  agreed  to  call  upon 
the  Directors  at  an  adjourned  meeting  which  had  been  fixed  for  a  few  days  trom 
that  time,  and  arranged  with  a  resident  Director  to  notify  us  of  the  time  during 
their  session  when  we  could  be*heard  We  were  not  notified,  however;  but  by 
keeping  strict  watch  of  the  movements  of  the  Directors,  we  were  successful  in  get- 
ting as  near  as  an  ante  room  to  where  the  Board  of  Directors  were  in  session.  Our 
cards,  which  we  sent  in  by  the  porter,  were  returned,  with  the  endorsement  that 
the  Board  was  in  session,  and  we  could  not  be  seen.  We  insisted  that  the  portef 
should  return  and  ask  a  certain  member  of  the  Board  to  come  out  for  a  moment. 
This  request  was  complied  with.  After  making  our  business  known  to  the  Director 
referred  to,  he  kindly  sent  in  for  a  gentleman  who  was,  in  the  absence  of  President 
Ingalls,  representing  that  official  at  the  meeting.  We  were  accorded  a  short  in- 
terview by  these  two  officials,  and  being  informed  by  them  that  Mr.  Ingalls,  as 
President  of  the  Board,  had  the  entire  matter  of  building  the  viaduct  in  his  own 
hands,  we  of  course  did  not  longer  insist  on  being  admitted  to  the  meeting,  as  no 
good  could  have  been  accomplished. 
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We  were  assured  by  Mr.  Ingalls'  representative,  that  it  would  only  be  a  few  days 
until  that  gentleman  would  be  in  the  city,  and  that  he  would  arrange  for  a  meeting 
between  us  at  that  time.  Fearing  that  the  gentleman  might  forget  his  promise,  I 
wrote  an  official  letter  to  Mr.  Ingalls,  telling  him  of  the  agreement,  and  took  occa- 
sion, at  the  same  time,  to  fully  lay  before  him  the  feeling  of  the  city  officials  and 
the  people  concerning  the  long  and  unnecessary  delays  of  the  company  in  begin- 
ning work. 

On  the  5th  of  August,  Mr.  Ingalls  officially  answered  my  letter.  I  here  quote  it: 
"Hon.  C.  S.  Denny,  Mayor,  Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  the  2d.  I  really  have  not  had  time  to  look  into  the 
matter  of  a  viaduct,  but  I  gathered  from  Mr.  McCrea's  remarks  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board,  in  which  I  understood  Mr.  Malott  concurred,  that  the  city  did  not 
care  about  having  a  viaduct  constructed.  I  have,  however,  sent  your  letter  to  Mr. 
McKeen,  Vice  President  of  the'Union  Railway,  and  asked  him  to  kindly  take  it  up 
with  you,  as  he  is  more  familiar  with  these  matters  than  I  am." 

In  a  postscript  Mr.  Ingalls  says: 

"  I  can  assure  you  that  we  are  anxious  to  do  anything  and  everything  that  will 
promote  the  interests  of  your  city,  as  your  interests  are  ours." 

A  day  or  two  after  the  receipt  of  the  above  letter,  I  received  a  brief  note  from 
Mr.  McKeen,  saying  that  Mr.  Ingalls  had  referred  my  letter  to  him,  and  that  on 
his  return  from  a  two  weeks'  trip  already  arranged,  he  would  be  glad  to  confer 
with  me  about  the  viaduct  matter.  I  have  not  since  heard  from  Mr.  McKeen,  al- 
though his  letter  was  written  August  6th. 

Mr.  Ingalls'  letter  very  much  surprised  me,  and  I  again  wrote  to  him  concerning 
the  matter.  Before  writing  this  letter,  however,  I  had  learned  that  he  had  been  in 
the  city,  but  had  gone  without  notifying  the  City  Attorney  or  myself,  as  his  repre- 
sentative assured  us  should  be  done,  and  as  I  had  personally  requested. 

I  reminded  him  of  this  failure  to  send  for  me  when  here.  He  answered  me  on 
August  17th,  stating  that  he  had  not  had  time  to  see  me  when  here,  and  added: 
"I  shall  be  there,  however,  for  some  time,  and  also  Mr.  McKeen,  on,  I  think,  the 
third  of  September,  and  will  then  be  glad  to  meet  you." 

I  understand  that  he  and  Mr.  McKeen  were  here,  at  the  time  named,  but  I  have 
not  yet  seen  them.  If  any  action  has  been  taken  by  the  company,  looking  to  the 
building  of  the  viaduct,  I  do  not  know;  and  judging  from  the  actions  and  state- 
ments of  the  company's  officials,  outlined  above,  1  feel  justified  in  presuming  that 
nothing  will  be  done,  without  further  action  by  you, 

I  have  therefore  thought  it  proper  to  present  this  matter  to  you  in  the  way  I 
have,  that  you  might  be  fully  advised  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  company,  and  in  or- 
der that  definite  action  may  be  taken  on  the  subject.  I  have  prepared  a  resolu- 
tion, which  I  now  present  for  your  consideration,  deeming  it  proper  to  give  the 
company  time  until  October  10th  to  notify  us  of  its  intentions.  If  it  shall  not,  by 
that  time,  have  given  this  body  some  reasonable  assurance  that  it  will  speedily  com- 
ply with  its  contract  with  the  city,  I  recommend  that  steps  be  at  once  taken  to 
cause  all  the  extra  tracks  laid  across  Meridian  street  to  be  removed,  and  that  the 
City  Attorney  be  directed  to  take  such  legal  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel 
the  company  to  carry  out  its  contract.  Respectfully  submitted,

many  additional  tracks  across  Meridian  street,  thereby  greatly  increasing  the  hazard 
to  life  and  property,  the  city  not  having  ordered  them  removed  because  of  the 
conpany's  promises  to  speedily  build  the  viaduct;  and 

Whereas,   It  has  been  made  to  appear,  from  the  recent  conduct  of  the  officials  of 
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said  company,  that  no  steps  are  being  taken  by  them  to  comply  with  the  contract 
made  with  the  city  concerning  said  matter;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Attorney  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  instructed  to  take  the  ne- 
cessary legal  steps  to  compel  said  company  to  immediately  construct  said  viaduct, 
and  to  cause  the  removal  of  all  additional  tracks  laid  across  Meridian  street  since 
June  14,  1886,  unless  assurances  are  given  to  him  by  October  10,  1889,  that  said 
viaduct  will  be  speedily  built. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  by  the  City  Clerk  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  adopted.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  following  cases  have  been 
disposed  of: 

1st.    Are  the  cases  of — 

The  City  of  Indianapolis  vs.  Charles  H.  Bush; 
The  Citt  oe  Indianapolis  vs.  William  Moore;   and 
The  City  of  Indianapolis  vs.  Stephen  Matler. 

These  cases  involved  the  constitutionality  of  the  liquor  license  Act  of  March  11, 
1889,  and  of  General  Ordinance  JSo.  25,  1889,  of  the  City  of  Indianapoiis,  passed 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  act.  These  cases  attacked  both  the  said  act  of 
the  Legislature  and  said  ordinance  of  the  city,  in  this: 

First — That  the  act  itself  was  unconstitutional,  and  that  therefore  future  licenses- 
must  be  granted  by  the  city  on  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Second — The  ordinance  was  attacked  on  the  ground  that  unexpired  licenses  were 
contracts,  and  no  extra  fee  could  be  collected  until  the  expiration  of  said  license. 

Judge  Howland,  in  a  written  opinion,  held  against  both  of  these  objections,  and 
decided  that  the  act  was  constitutional,  and  the  ordinance  in  all  its  parts  was  valid. 

Since  that  decision,  all  applicants  for  licenses  have  been  and  are  now  paying  into 
the  city  treasury  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  as  a  license  fee  for  future  licenses. 
As  to  all  unexpired  licenses,  the  licensees  have  been  paying  into  the  bank,  to  the 
city's  credit,  the  amount  due  thereon,  and  the  city  has  now  in  bank  to  its  credit, 
awaiting  the  final  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court,  whither  said  cases  are  now  going, 
$34,991.15. 

The  Court  in  substance  held  that  licenses  are  merely  permits,  and  have  none  of 
the  elements  of  a  contract,  and  that  the  city  can  exact  an  additional  license  fee  from 
each  possessor  of  an  unexpired  license.  I  have  no  doubt  but  what  the  Supreme 
Court  will  affirm  the  decision  of  the  lower  court  in  this  matter. 

Should  the  Supreme  Court  sustain  the  view  here  taken,  the  city's  revenue,  from 
this  source,  will  be  increased  in  the  neighborhood  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 

2d.  Is  the  injunction  suit  of  William  H.  Talbott  vs.  The  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  which  the  said  Talbott  asks  for  an 
injunction  against  the  city  and  said  company  preventing  them  from  removing  said 
company's  poles  from  ihe  gutter  to  the  sidewalk,  inside  of  the  curb  line. 

Judge  Howland.  this  morning,  decided  the  case,  and  refused  to  grant  the  petition 
for  injunction  on  the  ground  that  the  city  had  ample  authority  to  cause  the  removal 
of  said  poles  inside  the  curb  line;  and  in  the  course  of  the  decision  stated  that  the 
power  of  the  city  was  ample  to  not  only  cause  the  removal  of  said  poles  from  the 
gutter  to  the  inside  of  the  curb,  but  to  even  cause  the  wires  to  be  put  under  ground 
at  its  pleasure. 

And  it  is  my  judgment  that  the  city  has  ample  authority,  when  it  sees  fit,  to 
cause  all  telegraph,  telephone  and  electric  light  wires  in  the  city  to  be  placed  under 
ground,* giving  said  companies  reasonable  notice  and  time  to  do  the  work.

Gentlemen: — In  response  to  your  instructions  as  to  the  expenditures  of  the  Street 
Commissioner,  I  report  that  the  total  expenditures  in  his  office  to  date,  are  forty- 
two  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents.  I  have  re- 
quested him  to  prepare  a  statement  of  the  manner  of  expending  said  money,  and  I 
submit  herewith  his  report  as  a  part  of  this  report.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — At  the  request  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  on  instructions  of  your  honor- 
able body,  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner's Department  since  the  fir.-t of  January,  with  this  statement:  that  the  motion 
of  your  honorable  body  was  so  broad  that  it  would  be  quite  impossible,  with  the 
clerical  help  that  I  have  in  my  office — even  if  it  were  possible  to  do  so — to  make  an 
exact  answer  to  your  request  for  the  particular  location  of  each  separate  item  of 
work  done  in  my  Department  since  January  last.  And  if  the  following  statement 
is  not  sufficiently  full,  I  can  copy  my  pay-rolls,  and  give  a  detailed  account  of  the 
work  clone  in  my  Department — all  of  which,  however,  can  be  seen  by  inspection  of 
the  books  in  the  office,  which  are  open  to  all. 

First— It  will  be  remembered  that  about,  two  hundred  miles  of  streets,  alleys  and 
sidewalks  were  opened  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  laying  therein  gas  and  water 
mains,  being  more  than  all  of  the  mains  combined  heretofore  laid  in  the  entire  his- 
tory of  the  city.  The  result  was  the  throw'ing  to  the  surface  enormous  quantities 
of  clay  and  gravel  mixed,  which  could  not  be  re-packed  in  the  trenches,  and  of  ne- 
cessity had  to  be  hauled  away,  and  through  the  fall  and  winter  had  spread  all  over 
the  streets,  and  necessitated  the  removal  thereof  this  year.  In  order  to  do  this,  I 
have  caused  to  be  scraped  and  hauled  away  from  the  streets  and  alleys  in  this  city 
about  foriy-five  thousand  loads  of  street  scrapings  since  the  first  of  January;  and 
much  of  this  had  become  so  packed  on  the  bowlders  and  street  surface  generally,  as 
to  require  its  being  picked  before  it  could  be  thrown  together  for  removal. 

Second — In  order  to  fill  up  the  bad  places  and  chuck-holes  in  the  streets,  I  have 
caused  about  five  thousand  loads  of  gravel  to  be  hauled  and  spread  upon  the  differ- 
ent streets  of  the  city. 

Third— I  have  caused  to  be  re-covered  a  number  of  the  bridges  over  Pogue's  Run 
that  were  in  a  dangerous  condition  to  travel,  and  have  caused  the  entire  surface  of 
Pogue's  Run  bridge,  at  Virginia  avenue,  to  bo  re-covered,  at  an  expense  of  $700.00* 
The  stringprs  to  said  Virginia  avenue  bridge  had  become  so  decayed  as  to  cause  the 
construction  of  entire  new  trefsel  work  under  said  bridge.  One-half  of  Fall  Creek 
b'idge,  on  Indiana  avenue,  has  also  been  re  covered,  and  required  twenty  thousand 
feet  of  oak  plank. 

Fourth— I  have  causpd*about  one  hundred  car  loads  of  broken  stone  to  be  used  in 
repairing  the  streets  and  making  crossings  on  the  outskirts  of  this  city. 

Fifth-  Under  instructions  of  the  Council  and  Board,  I  have  caused  to  be  raised 
all  of  the  flag  stone  crossings  in  the  center  of  the  city,  and  wherever  needed  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  city. 

■  Sixth — Under  your  instructions,  I  have  laid  six  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty  nine  lineal  feet  of  heW  flag  stono  at  street  and  alley  crossings,  principally  in 
the  outskirts  of  the  city,  all  of  which-  have  been  paid- for  out  of  money  in  my  De- 
partment. 
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Seventh— I  have  caused  to  be  repaired  or  re-built,  almost  all  of  the  culverts  in 
the  city. 

Eighth — I  have  caused  to  be  made  and  set,  one  hundred  and  fifty  new  culverts 
in  new  places. 

Ninth — I  have  caused  to  be  plowed  up  and  re-made  anew,  several  of  the  old  gravel 
streets  that  were  so  badly  worn  as  apparently  to  be  impossible  of  repairing. 

Tenth — I  have  caused  every  bowldered  street  in  the  city,  with  the  exception  of 
south  Illinois  street — which  1  intend  repairing  in  a  few  days — to  be  repaired  with 
bowlders. 

I  will  state  that  the  above  work  has  been  distributed  generally  all  over  the  city. 
It  wiil  be  remembed  that  we  have  about  four  hundred  miles  of  streets  and  alleys  to 
be  taken  care  of;  and  considering  the  extraordinarily  bad  condition  the  streets 
were  in  on  January  last,  owing  to  the  laying  of  so  many  miles  of  gas  mains  therein, 
the  high  price  of  labor  and  the  short  hours  of  work,  as  fixed  by  law,  and  the  com- 
paratively small  amount  of  money  at  my  command,  I  deem  it  a  matter  of  congrat  u 
lation  that  the  streets  of  this  city  are  in  as  good  condition  as  they  are  now. 

I  will  s-tate  further,  that  for  the  rest  of  the  year  the  expenditures  in  my  Depart- 
ment will  be  very  much  less  in  proportion  than  for  the  previous  part  of  the  year, 
for  the  reason  that  tbe  great  bulk  of  the  above  work;  so  far  as  street  scraping  was 
concerned,  was  done  of  necessity  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  that  practically 
all  of  the  enormous  quantity  of  surplus  clay  and  gravel,  from  the  gas  trenches,  las 
been  removed.  Respectfully  submitted,

Gentlemen: — You  ask  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  city  can  extinguish 
and  dis  mantle  gas  lamps  in  the  city  and  re  mantle  other  lamps  in  lieu  thereof  in 
other  parts  of  the  city,  and  erect  in  place  of  such  dis-mantled  lamps  electric  lights? 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  dated  July  24,  1888,  and  find  the  following  facts: 
Said  contract  expires  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1890.  By  it  the  city  agrees  to 
pay  fifteen  dollars  ($15-00)  per  post  for  all  the  lamps  burning  in  the  city  on  the 
date  of  such  contract,  except  such  number  of  lamps  as  the  Committees  on  Public 
Light  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
should  order  extinguished  in  lieu  of  one  hundred  electric  lights. 

It  further  provides  as  follows:  Said  Gas  Company  "  agrees  to  dis-mantle  any  gas 
lamp  now  erected  and  re-light  in  lieu  thereof  any  lamp  post  now  erected  or  that 
may  be  hereafter  erected  upon  the  lines  of  existing  mains,  when  so  ordered  by  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  during  the  existence  of  the  present  con^ 
tract,  and  due  notice  being  given  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  without  any  cost  to 
the  city."

REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read  and 
received : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — At  your  last  meeting  a  motion  was  passed  instructing  me  to  report, 
at  this  meeting,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  natural  gas  companies,  under  the  ordi- 
nance, can  collect  from  consumers,  three  months  pay  in  advance. 

I  answer,  tbat  the  natural  gas  ordinance  provides  for  monthly  rates  and  annual 
rates;  but  the  only  clause  respecting  the  time  of  payment,  reads  as  follows: 

"Any  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual,  furnishing  gas  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  shall  have  the  right  to  discontinue  further  supply  of  gas 
to  any  consumer  in  case  of  ten  days  default,  after  the  first  day  of  each  succeeding 
month,  in  the  payment  of  charges  for  said  gas." 

This  language  is  not  at  all  clear  or  specific,  but  taking  it  in  connection  with  the 
rest  of  the  ordinance,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  proper  legal  construction  thereof 
is  that  consumers  can  pay  natural  gas?  bills  monthly. 

While  this,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  law,  it  is  claimed  that  the  natural  gas  rates  in 
Indianapolis  are  exceedingly  low  ;  lower,  in  fact,  than  the  rates  of  any  city  of  any 
considerable  size  in  the  United  States,  ranging  but  from  thirty  (30)  to  fifty  (50) 
per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  coal.  Large  additional  outlays  are  being  made  by  the  nat- 
ural gas  companies  to  supply  consumers.  I  am  informed  that  in  the  neighborhood 
of  sixteen  thousand  natural  gas  connections  will  have  been  made  in  this  city  before 
cold  weather;  that  to  meet  the  enormously  increased  demand  for  gas,  it  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  make  large  additional  outlays. in  order  to  insure  sufficient  gas  for  the 
winter. 

Ij^am  further  informed  that  to  meet  and  insure  this  greatly  increased  demand  for 
gas,  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company  will  be  obliged  to  expend  about  $150,000 
additional  money ;  and  that  to  meet  this  necessary  and  additional  expense,  said  com- 
pany issued  the  order  to  collect  gas  bills  three  months  in  advance.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  to  you  a  report  of  matters  in  my  Department  since  your 
last  meeting : 

1st.  The  Supreme  Court  has  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  the 
cases  of  Charles  H.  Bush  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  William  Moore  vs.  The 
City  of  Indianapolis.  These  cases  involved  the  constitutionality  of  the  $250  liquor 
law  of  1889;  and  the  Moore  case  especially  raised  the  question  of  the  validity  of  the 
ordinance  imposing  the  $250  license  fee  provided  for  in  said  act.  The  opinions  of 
Judges  Coffey  and  Mitchell,  and  concurred  in  by  the  full  bench,  appeared  in  the 
daily  papers,  and  sustained  both  the  Act  of  ihe  Legislature  and  the  ordinance  of  the 
city.  The  result  is  that  all  of  the  money  already  paid  in  on  these  licenses,  will  be 
retained,  and  about  $34,000  in  bank,  deposited  to  await  the  decision  in  these  cases, 
will  also  be  immediately  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

2d.  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  prepared  the  necessary  papers 
for  entering  suit  to  compel  the  Union  Kailway  Company  to  build  a  viaduct  on  the 
alley  between  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets;  but  to  day  Messrs.  John  T.  Dye 
and  Edward  Daniels,  Attoyners  for  the  Indianapolis  Union  Kailway  Company,  had 
a  conference  with  the  Mayor  and  myself,  the  result  of  which  was  that  they  agreed 
to  recommend  to  the  Union  Railway  Company  to  immediately  advertise  for  bids- 
for  the  construction  of  the  proposed  viaduct;  and  this  afternoon  wrote  to  Mr. 
Ingalls,  President  of  said  company,  advising  him  to  cause  bids  to  be  immediately 
advertised  for  for  the  construction  of  said  viaduct.

Indianapolis,  November  4,  1889. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen:  —  Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  following  facts:  That 
on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1880,  under  the  provisions  of  law  then  in  force  affecting 
6aid  city,  (see*  Acts  1867-33  to  77,  Rev.  Statutes  1870-63  to  111,  Davis'  Revision, 
1876,  volume  1-267  to  314),  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  1877,  (see  Acts  1877-9  to  12,). 
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he  was  duly  elected  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  from  the  22d  Ward  of  said 
city,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  should  be  duly  elect- 
ed and  qualified;  That  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1880,  he  took  the  oath  of  office  and 
filed  his  certificate  of  election  with  tt  e  City  Clerk,  and  immediately  entered  upon 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  (see  Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen,  May  10,  1880,  to  May  4,  1881,)  and  was  bylaw  entitled  to  hold  said  office 
until  the  election  and  qualification  of  his  successor;  That  at  the  next  election,  held 
on  May  3,  1881,  under  the  Act  of  1881,  (see  Act  1881-14  to  17,  and  Section  3,051  to 
3,060,  R.  8.  1881,)  petitioner  and  his  opponent  each  received  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  and  it  became  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  order  a  new  election,  which  the 
Council  refused  to 'do,  (see  Proceedings  May  9,  1881,  page  6,)  at  which  time  I  at- 
tended the  meeting  of  said  body,  and  was  and  continued  to  be  until  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1884,  eligible  to  fill  said  office;  and  although  able  and  ever  anxious  ta 
discharge  the  duties  of  said  office,  was  not  permitted  to  do  so. 

That  on  the  10th  day  of  May.  1880,  I  began  quo  warranto  proceedings  in  cause 
27,906  of  the  Superior  Court,  to  test  my  right  to  said  office;  which  suit,  however, 
was  not  tried  until  the  9th  and  10th  days  of  February,  1885,  and  on  the  2d  day  of 
March,  1885,  the  Honorable  Daniel  Waite  Howe,  presiding  in  Room  2,  decided  the 
case  in  my  favor,  as  shown  bv  the  r<  cord  in  said  cause  (see  Entry  Docket  35,  O.  B. 
96,  336;  O.  B.  91,  78;  O  B.*97,  20,  56;  O.  B.  119,  508;  O.  B.  120,  280,  and  O.  B. 
124,  381,  383  and  446.)  This  judgment  determined  my  right  to  the  office,  but  as  it 
was  not  tried  until  after  the  term  for  which  I  would  have  held  over,  to-wit,  May 
1881  to  D  cember  31.  1883,  had  expired,  it  was  of  no  direct  benefit  to  me,  and  the 
emoluments  of  the  office,  $150.00  per  year,  or  $100.00  for  the  whole  time,  was  not 
paid  me. 

Under  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  cases  Glasscock  vs.  Lyons,  20 
Ind.,  page  1,  and  Douglass  vs.  The  State,  31  Ind ,  429,  as  well  as  under  the  prece- 
dent established  by  the  Council  July  20,  1863,  in  the  matter  of  Henry  Geisel  (see 
pages  147  and  148,  Proceedings  of  that  date,)  who  by  wrongful  action  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  keeping  him  from  serving  as  a  Councilman  from  the  9th  Ward,  was  never- 
theless declared  entitled  to,  and  did  receive  his  pay,  1  am  entitled  to  said  $400.00, 
as  a  matter  of  law  and  equity,  and  so  ask  that  the  same  be  allowed  me  by  incorpo- 
rating an  item  for  that  amount  in  the  proper  appropriation  ordinance;  and  your 
petitioner,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

Gentlemen: — Since  your  last  meeting,  the  cases  of  J.  A.  Dynes  &  Co.  vs.  The  City, 
and  McMillan  vs.  '1  he  City,  have  both  been  disposed  of,  and  in  both  cases  have  the 
suits  resulted  in  favor  of  the  City.  Both  of  these  suits  were  brought  to  enjoin  the 
city  from  continuing  its  legal  advertisements  in  "The  Sun,"  for  the  reason,  as  it 
was  alleged  in  the  Dynes  case,  that  the  city  had  an  unexpired  contract  with  said 
Dynes  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  "Sun  "  contract,  and  for  the  reason  that 
the  Act  of  the  late  Legislature  was  unconstitutional. 

In  the  McMillan  case  the  latter  question  was  raised,  and  the  further  allegation 
that  it  was  a  waste  of  public  revenue. 

The  Superior  Court,  all  Judges  concurring,  held  said  act  constitutional,  and  held 
further,  that  the  city  had  the  right  to  make  the  "Sun  "  contract.  Up  to  this  time 
the  advertisements  have  been  made  in  both  papers,  as  a  matter  of  safety,  and  as  ad- 
vised by  me.  I  report  these  facts  in  order  that  you  may  now  instruct  the  Clerk 
and  City  Civil  Engineer  as  to  their  further  action  in  the  matter.

He  was  always  courteous  and  kind,  yet  fearless  in  the  discharge  of 
duty,  the  soul  of  honor,  he  despised  fraud  and  knavery.  Few  men  had  the  faculty 
equal  to  the  deceased,  of  making  and  retaining  friends. 

As  a  citizen  and  public  official,  his  record  is  worthy  of  emulation,  and  his  un- 
timely death  is  to  be  deplored.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  an  ordinance  to  prevent  the 
closing  of  Meridian  street  as  per  G.  O  36,  1886,  would  report  that  we  held  a  public 
meeiing  in  this  room  Saturday  evening,  November  16th.  It  was  well  attended.

We  would  further  recommend,  in  the  event  that  the  Union  Railway  Company, 
through  the  courts,  should  evade  the  liability  of  having  to  construct  the  viaduct  as 
contemplated,  then,  and  m  that  event,  said  Union  Railway  Company  be  compelled 
to  remove  all  tracks  laid  across  Meridinn  street  since  the  passage  of  G.  O.  36,  1886. 
We  would  also  recommend  that  G.  O.  36,  1889,  be  stricken  from  the  files.

Gentlemen: — As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  which  the  matter 
of  building  the  proposed  viaduct  and  foot  bridge,  which,  under  the  ordinance,  will 
necessitate  the  closing  of  Meridian  street,  has  been  referred,  I  respectfully  report, 
that  in  my  opinion,  the  foot  bridge  over  Meridian  street  would  be  an  inconvenience 
to  the  traveling  public  and  dangerous,  and  productive  of  litigation  by  reason  of 
the  accumulation  of  ice  and  snow,  and  tbat  the  closing  of  Meridian  street  would  be 
of  great  injury  to  the  city,  as  that  street  is  the  principal  and  be9t  thoroughfare 
north  and  south  to  and  from  the  stores  and  markets  of  the  city;  that  it  is  conclu- 
sively shown  by  the  written  remonstrances  of  the  largest  property  owners  on  Me- 
ridian street  south  of  the  Union  Station,  that  the  large  and  probably  prevailing 
sentiment  of  the  citizens  of  the  South  Side  is  against  the  closing  of  Meridian  street; 
that  a  viaduct  at  the  place  where  it  is  now  proposed  to  be  built,  would  probably  be 
an  accommodation  to  m^ny  citizens  of  the  South  SMe,  but  not  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  warrant  the  closing  of  Meridian  street. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  of  five  members  of  the  city  government 
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be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Union  Railway  Company  with  a  view  to  effecting 
an  arrangement  by  which  a  viaduct  may  be  built  and  Meridian  street  left  open  for 
travel,  believing  that  the  Union  Railway  Company  will  be  willing  to  make  a  fa- 
vorable settlement  with  the  city  to  avoid  the  litigation  and  probably  heavy  damages 
which  will  be  caused  to  the  company  by  the  closing  of  Meridian  street.

Gentlemen:— Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  G.  O.  No.  65,  1889, 
providing  for  the  division  of  the  city  into  Wards  and  Aldermanic  Districts,  would 
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report  that  we  have  carefully  examined  the  same,  and  find  that  under  the  new 
election  law,  it  will  be  necessary  either  for  this  or  the  succeeding  Council  to  do  the 
work.  We  find  thht  in  some  Wards  700  voters  have  a  representative  in  Council, 
while  in  others  twice  that  number  are  only  entitled  to  the  same  right.  This  ine- 
quality should  be  remedied,  and  we  regard  the  provisions  of  G.  O.  No.  55,  1889,  as 
eminently  fair  and  just,  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  pu*"  upon  its  passage.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  refer- 
red the  ordinance  re-districting  the  city,  and  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  Wards* 
and  Alder  manic  Districts,  dissents  from  the  majority  report  of  the  Committee,  for 
the  following  reasons : 

1st.  If  such  an  ordinance  could  be  legally  passed,  its  provisions  are  so  palpably 
partisan  and  unj'ist  to  the  majority  of  the  people  of  this  city,  that  its  passage  would 
be  of  doubtful  expediency. 

2d.  The  design  of  the  ordinance  is  to  so  arrange  the  boundaries  of  a  few  Warda 
in  such  way  as  to  enable  some  of  the  members  of  this  Council  to  secure  the  return 
of  themselvis  to  future  Councils.  This  species  of  legislation  is  to  be  deprecated,  be- 
cause it  encourages  selfishness  and  greed  for  office. 

3d.  Because  the  Wards  and  Districts  have  been  so  arranged  as  to  enable  a  mi- 
nority of  the  people  of  the  whole  city  to  elect  a  majority  of  the  membe  s  of  each  of 
the  legislative  departments,  by  concentrating  large  bodies  of  the  voters  of  one  party 
into  particular  Districts,  while  those  of  the  other  party  are  confined  to  smaller  ones. 

4th.  There  is  no  demand  for  the  passage  of  such  an  ordinance,  nor  no  reason  for 
it,  other  than  that  which  springs  from  a  desire  for  party  supremacy  No  election 
except  to  fill  a  vacancy,  can  be  held  for  nearly  two  years,  therefore  there  is  no  ur- 
gency for  its  immediate  passage. 

5th.  Before  such  an  ordinal  ce  should  receive  consideration,  there  should  be  an 
honest  and  accurate  enumeration  of  the  voters  or  inhabitants  of  the  proper  Wards,, 
that  the  twenty-five  Wardi  may  be  equalized  as  to  their  voting  population. 

6th.  But,  aside  from  questions  of  policy,  the  laws  of  Indiana  governing  muni- 
cipal corporations  of  this  magnitude,  absolutely  prohibits  this  Council  from  re-dis- 
tricting the  city  for  Council  or  Aldermanic  purposes,  after  the  Wards  and  Districts 
have  been  established  under  the  law.  No  power  exists  in  this  body  to  change  the 
boundaries  of  Wards  and  any  action  taken  by  this  Council  in  that  direction  can  be 
set  aside  by  a  succeeding  Council  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

Gentlemen: — We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  respectfully  ask  you  to 
open  a  gate  crossing  for  loot  passengers  at  the  crossing  of  Illinois  street  and  the 
tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company,  under  the  sheds  of  the  Union  Passenger 
Station.

L.  R.  211,  p.  268,  No.  14,894,  became  the  owner  of  20  feet  east  of  said  80  feet,  and 
has  brought  the  proceeding  to  add  1\  feet  to  her  possessions  at  my  expense.  I 
further  desire  to  say  that  under  Sec  3,  185,  R.  S.  1881,  S.  and  O.,  1883,  pages  86  and 
87,  being  the  owner  directly  affected  and  interested,  I  object  to  said  proposed 
vacation.  Wm.  "Werther.

All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordi- 
nance, are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

the  best  lawyers  with  whom  we  have  advised,  there  is  no  law  for  this  Council  to 
authorize  the  calling  of  a  special  election  to  fill  said  vacancy  for  the  term  beginning 
January  first,  1890;  but  we  find  that  we  do  have  the  right  to  call  a  special  election 
to  fill  the  present  vacancy  ending  December  31st,  1889 — but  on  account  of  the  short 
time  to  be  served,  we  think  that  we  would  not  be  justified  in  spending  so  large  an 
amount  of  the  city's  money.  Therefore,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  whole  matter  be  indefinitely  postponed.

REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    SPECIAL   COMMITTEES. 

Councilman  Thalman,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Railroads,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and  adopted : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred General  Ordinance  No.  60,  1889,  amendatory  of  and  supplemental  to  the 
'General  Street  Railway  Ordinance,  report  that  we  have  carefully  considered  said 
ordinance,  and  have  listened  to  statements  from  the  street  railway  officials  and  from 
citizens,  and  we  find  that  said  ordinance  is  imperfect  and  incomplete,  and  by  it  the 
ipublic  interests  are  not  protected  as  they  should  be. 

First.    It  proposes  to  give  the  right  for  thirty-five  years  to  use  animal  power, 

8IG.  76, 
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electric  power,  cable  power,  Judson  motor  power,  or  any  other  power  except  steam, 
that  they  desire  to  use  on  the  streets  of  the  city ;  and  this  covers  all  of  the  streets  of 
the  city  now  laid  out,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  laid  out  during  said  thirty-five 
years;  but  it  provides  that  the  company  may  use  "any  or  all  of  such  methods,  and 
change  from  time  to  time  from  one  to  the  other,  as  public  travel  may  justify  or  re- 
quire." This  does  not  guarantee  rapid  transit,  but  permits  the  company  to  use  any 
kind  of  power  it  may  see  lit,  including  animal. 

Second.  It  provides  that  said  company  shall  have  in  operation  fifteen  (15)  miles 
of  electric  track — which  means  seven  (7)  miles  of  double  track — within  one  year 
from  the  passage  of  the  ordinance.  Under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance,  this  is  all 
that  need  be  laid  for  thirty- five  years,  and  this  track  may  be  laid  to  Crown  Hill, 
Brightwood,  or  Irvington. 

Third.  Under  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance,  said  company  can  never  be  re- 
quired to  pay  for  any  street  improvement.  All  that  can  be  required  of  said  com- 
pany is  to  lay  eight  (8)  feet  of  cobble  stone  for  each  single  track  and  sixteen  (16) 
feet  for  each  double  track,  where  the  balance  of  the  street  is  paved.  Furthermore' 
said  ordinance  specifically  provides  that  even  this  can  never  be  required  a  second 
time  on  any  one  street.  The  result  would  be  that  on  a  street  that  is  builded  with 
granite  or  asphalt,  there  would  be  sixteen  feet  of  cobble  stone  in  the  center  of  the 
street  where  there  is  a  double  track,  and  eight  feet  where  there  is  a  single  track. 

Fourth.  There  is  no  provision  whatever  in  the  ordinance  for  a  transfer  system. 
The  present  charter  does  not  provide  for  it;  it  provides  that  after  11:30  p.  m.,  the 
company  may  charge  25  cents  for  eacji  passenger.  In  this  we  believe  the  ordi- 
nance is  fatally  defective.  It  is  but  a  reasonable  provision  that  a  company  that  has 
a  practical  monopoly  of  all  the  streets  Of  the  city,  and  operates  all  the  street  railway 
lines  that  are  operated  in  the  city,  should  be  required  to  give  one  transfer  to  each 
passenger.  To  business  men  who  go  to  the  center  of  the  city,  this  provision  is  not 
of  very  great  importance ;  but  to  the  very  large  class  of  laboring  men  who  go  from 
one  extreme  of  the  city  to  the  other,  the  transfer  system  is  absolutely  indispensable. 

Fifth.  The  ordinance  provides  for  an  annual  tax  of  $25.00  on  each  car  that  is- 
operated  by  said  company.  We  are  decidedly  opposed  to  this  provision.  In  the 
first  place,  the  total  revenue  derived  therefrom,  would  be  of  no  moment  to  the  city; 
in  the  second  place,  the  tendency  would  be  to  lessen  the  number  of  cars  run:  be- 
sides, if  this  amount  is  now  fair  to  the  company,  in  twenty  years  from  now  it  would 
be  very  unfair  to  the  city. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  city  will  constantly  render  a  franchise  more  valuable, 
and  therefore  the  only  fair  way  to  both  the  city  and  the  company,  will  be  to  exact  a 
certain  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts,  and  not  impose  a  tax  upon  the  cars.  There- 
fore your  Committee  recommend  that  said  ordinance  be  not  passed.  "We  recom- 
mend that  when  an  ordinance  is  passed,  that  it  shall  contain  substantially  the  fol- 
lowing provisions : 

First — That  the  company  shall  pay  for  or  improve  the  street  for  a  width  of  nine 
(9)  feet  for  a  single  track,  and  eighteen  (18)  feet  for  a  double  track,  with  the  sanle 
kind  of  improvement  as  is  laid  on  the  balance  of  the  street,  and  to  make  this  im- 
provement as  often  as  the  balauce  of  the  street  is  improved.  A  provision  might  be 
added  allowing  the  company  to  use  bowlders  between  the  rails  of  each  separate 
track  where  animal  power  is  used,  but  not  between  the  separate  tracks,  nor  on  the 
outside  of  the  same. 

Second — Provide  for  a  transfer  system. 

Third — Exact  a  certain  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts,  and  not  provide  for  a  tax1 
upon  the  cars. 

Fourth — If  the  charter  term  is  extended,  then  provide  that  these  requirements 
shall  go  into  effect  at  once. 

Recently,  however,  Judge  Taylor,  of  the  Superior  Court,  has  decided  that  there 
is  no  law  in  this  State  providing  for  the  formation  of  either  cable  or  electric  street 
railroad  companies  to  build  or  operate  either  cable  or  electric  roads  upon  the  streets 
of  the  cities  in  this  State.     The  case  involving  this  question  will  shortly  be  in  the 
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Supreme  Court,  and  will  probably  be  speedily  decided;  and  until  this  question  is 
decided  by  the  Supreme  Court,  we  think  that  no  electric  or  cable  franchise  should 
be  granted.  Respectfully  submitted,  Isaac  Thalman,

titled "An  ordinance  authorizing  the  construction,  extension  and  operation  of 
certain  passenger  railways  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis ; " 
ordained  and  established  January  18ih,  1864. 

His  Honor,  Mayor  Denny,  offered  the  following  amendment : 

I  move  to  amend  G.  O.  No.  60,  1F89,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  ordaining 
clause,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

That  Section  three  (3)  of  said  ordinance,  entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing  the 
construction,  extension  and  operation  of  certain  passenger  railways  in  and  upon  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,"  ordained  and  established  January  18th,  1864, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  3.  The  cars  to  be  used  on  such  tracks  shall  be  operated  with  animal  or 
electric  power  only,  and  shall  not  connect  with  any  other  railway  on  which  other 
power  is  used ;  and  no  railway  car  or  carriage  used  upon  any  other  railway  in  this 
State,  shall  be  used  upon  any  of  said  tracks. 

Section  2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  lengthen  the 
term  of  the  franchise,  enlarge  or  in  any  other  way  change  or  affect  the  rights  of 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company,  or  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  under  said  or- 
dinance of  January  18th,  1864,  except  to  authorize  the  use  of  electric  as  well  as 
animal  power. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  acceptance  by  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company,  which  accept- 
ance, to  be  effective,  shall  be  filed  in  writing  with  the  City  Clerk  within  sixty  days 
from  the  time  of  the  passage  thereof. 

Councilman  Swain  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  His  Honor,  Mayor  Denny ;  which  was  adopted : 

That  if  electricity  is  adopted,  and  the  over-head  system  used,  then  the  Citizens' 
Street  Railroad  Company  shall  place  iron  poles  between  their  double  tracks,  and 
suspend  their  wires  from  an  arm  on  the  said  poles;  and  said  poles,  wires  and  fix- 
tures shall  be  so  placed  and  maintained  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  reasonable  and 
proper  use  of  existing  telephone  wires. 

Councilman  Gasper  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor ;  which  was  adopted : 

This  amendment  is  granted  upon  the  provision  that  the  said  company  shall  in- 
demnify the  city  against  liability  from  any  and  all  damages  to  persons  or  property 
arising  out  of  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  electric  lines. 

Councilman  Hicklin  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor ;  which  was  adopted : 

And  provided,  That  said  street  railroad  company  shall  commence  the  work  of  con- 
structing a  line  of  such  electric  road  in  ninety  days,  and  complete  at  least  five  miles 
of  such  road  during  the  year  1890. 
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The  amendment  offered  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  as  thus  amended, 
was,  on  motion,  then  adopted.

The  Committee  on  Finance,  through  Councilman  Thaiman,  submitted 
the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and  received : 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen; — Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion  of 
Councilman  Hicklin,  asking  for  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  city,  respectfully 
report  as  follows : 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  city  is $1,405,500  00 

Belt  Kailroad  bonds,  loaned  Belt  Railroad  Company 500,000  00 

For  the  Belt  Railroad  bonds,  the  city  holds  $500,000  of  the  company's  bonds  as- 
collateral  security.  These  bonds  are  deposited  in  a  drawer  of  Fletcher's  Safety 
Vault,  to  which  the  County  Treasurer  holds  the  key.  On  the  bonds  issued  to  the 
Belt  Railroad  Company,  the  company  pay  the  interest  semi-annually.  The  annual 
interest  on  the  city's  actual  bonded  debt  of  $1,405,500,  will  be  for  the  coming  two 
years,  $97,568.50. 

Your  Committee,  the  past  year,  refunded  $155,000  of  the  old  bonds  that  matured, 
at  4  per  cent,  per  annum  interest — making  a  saving  in  interest  of  $3,100  per  an- 
num; the  balance  bonds  will  fall  due  in  from  two  to  seven  years.  They  can  not 
be  funded  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  before  they  mature,  as  the  holders  will  not 
surrender  a  7  3-10  interest  bearing  bond  for  a  4  per  cent,  until  they  are  due,  unless 
a  premium  is  paid  to  equal  the  difference.

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Fire  Department,  and  strongly  advised  that  they  be  curtailed  in  some  manner,  and 
afterwards  appointed  this  Committee.  Under  the  existing  ordinances,  we  could  only 
act  under  and  through  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  who,  being  a  favorite  of  the  press, 
and  consequently  enjoying  the  confidence  of  the  people,  resented  any  interference 
on  the  part  of  your  Committee.  A  change  was  made  in  the  office  of  Chief  Fire  En- 
gineer January  1st,  1889,  and  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  it  has  been  attended  with 
good  results.  During  the  last  year  many  needed  improvements  have  been  made, 
and  the  Department  has  been  strengthened  by  the  purchase  of  an  Aerial  Truck  and 
the  placing  of  the  old  truck,  after  having  been  repaired,  in  the  Sixth  Engine  House. 
We  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  Department  is  to-day  better  disciplined 
and  more  efficient  than  ever  before.  The  appropriations  for  the  Department  in 
1888,  amounted  to  $84,334.05:  in  1889,  t  >  $78,592.98.  The  losses  by  fire  in  1888, 
amounted  to  $749,399.89;    in  1889,  to  $152,298.03.

INTRODUCTION    OF    MISCELLANEOUS    BUSINESS.

2d.  Streets  occupied  by  tracks  to  be  improved  and  paved  between  the  tracks, 
and  for  a  distance  of  three  feet  on  each  side  thereof,  at  the  expense  of  the  company 
or  companies  operating  cars  thereon.  Said  improvements  and  paving  to  be  of  such 
character  as  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  require. 

3d.  No  exclusive  privileges  to  be  granted  any  company  to  any  street;  but  where 
a  competing  company  is  granted  the  use  of  any  street  or  streets  previously  occupied 
and  operated  by  another  company,  then  a  just  and  fair  rental,  to  be  ascertained  by 
arbitration,  to  be  paid  the  company  first  operating  cars  on  such  street. 

4th.  All  cars  to  be  of  latest  and  best  improved  style  and  equipment,  and  in 
charge  of  conductors  while  in  use.  Cars  to  be  run  at  intervals  to  accommodate 
the  public. 

5th.  A  system  of  transfers  to  be  maintained  between  different  lines  of  the  same 
company  and  between  different  companies,  whereby  a  passenger  shall  be  transfer- 
red free  from  one  car  to  another  going  in  the  same  general  direction. 

6th     Fares  in  no  case  to  exceed  five  cents  for  a  single  trip  while  in  the  city 
limits,  and  six  tickets  to  be  issued  by  the  company  or  companies  to  any  person  de- 
manding them,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  twenty- five  cents. 
7th.     Cars  to  be  stopped  at  farther  crossing  only. 

8th.  No  street  unoccupied  by  tracks,  to  be  opened  for  street  car  service  without 
the  consent  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  advertised  in  one  of  the  leading  daily  newspapers  of  each  of 
the  cities  of  Indianapolis,  New  York,  Boston  and  Baltimore,  that  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  charter  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company,  a  franchise  for  twen- 
ty-five years  under  such  ordinance  will  be  granted  the  company  offering  the  city 
the  largest  per  centage  on  gross  annual  receipts.  All  offers  or  bids  to  be  accom- 
panied by  a  bond  of  $100,000,  as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith. 

Resolved,  That  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
in  July,  1890,  such  offers  as  are  then  received,  will  be  considered.

His  Honor,  Mayor  Denny,  delivered  the  following  farewell  address  to 
the  members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council : 

Our  official  work  together  has  now  ended.  I  desire  to  say  a  few  words  before 
declaring  the  Council  adjourned. 

At  the  expiration  of  my  present  term,  I  will  have  served  the  city  in  an  official 
capacity  for  eight  years— four  as  City  Attorney,  and  four  as  Mayor.  Only  three 
of  you  gentlemen  now  serving  as  Councilmen  were  members  eight  years  ago,  and 
not  one  of  the  present  Board  of  Aldermen  was  then  a  member  of  that  body.  By 
reason  of  these  frequent  changes  in  the  membership  of  the  city  legislature,  I  have 
been  associated  with  a  large  number  of  my  fellow-citizens  of  Indianapolis  in  the 
conduct  of  the  city's  affairs.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  at  the  end  of  my  official 
service,  that  I  bear  no  ill  will  toward  any  one  with  whom  I  have  thus  served. 
Some  times  we  have  not  been  able  to  agree  on  public  questions,  and  in  the  heat  of 
debate  angry  words  have  occasionally  been  spoken  ;  but  so  far  as  I  have  had  any 
part  in  these  controversies,  they  are  all  swallowed  up  and  forgotten  in  the  many 
pleasant  memories  that  cluster  around  our  past  associations  together. 
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My  interest  in  the  city's  welfare  will  not  cease  when  my  term  of  office  ends.  Its 
success  will  continue  to  be  my  hope  and  pride.  I  have  lived  in  Indianapolis  since 
a  boy,  and  expect  to  make  it  my  home  during  the  remainder  of  my  life.  It  will  be 
my  greatest  pleasure  to  see  our  successors  build  up  and  bring  it  to  the  front  rank 
among  the  large,  rich,  and  attractive  cities  of  the  country.  To  this  end,  it  will  at 
all  times  be  my  pleasure  to  do  everything  I  can  to  aid  those  who  take  our  places. 

I  am  sure  1  fully  appreciate  the  honors  conferred  upon  me  by  the  people  of  In- 
dianapolis, and  will  neve-  forget  the  gratitude  I  owe  them ;  but,  with  a  full  sense 
of  the  dignity  of  the  office  of  .Mayor,  which  I  have  filled  to  the  "best  of  my  ability 
for  two  terms,  I  will  be  glad,  when,  in  a  few  days,  I  can  surrender  its  labors  and  re- 
sponsibilities to  the  worthy  gentleman  who  has  been  chosen  to  assume  them. 

I  thank  you  all,  individually  and  collectively,  for  the  respect,  forbearance  and 
uniform  kindness  you  have  always  shown  me, both  in  and  out  of  this  chamber.  And 
now,  in  severing  our  official  relations,  by  declaring  the  Common  Council  of  1888 
and  18&9,  finally  adjourned,  I  wish  you  and  all  the  other  officials  with  whom  I  have 
been  associated  in  the  years  past,  abundant  success  and  happiness.
